CRIME. 


MURDERED BY A BURGLAR. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., May 18.—Last night a 
most brutal murder was committed at Hamil- 
ton, DeKaib County, the victim being Frank 
Houlton, a prosperous and popular farmer liv- 
ing at this place. Houlton kept a considerable 
amount of money at his house on account of 
the long distance to any bank. This fact was 
well known to his neighbors. At 1 o’clock a 
burglar entered his house, and went into his 
daughter’s room. The young lady was awak- 
ened by his movements, and screamed loudly, 
at which Houlton jumped from his bed and ran 
out of his room. He was met at the door by 
the burglar, who deliberately shot him through 
the head, causing instant death. The murderer 
ordered the wife and daughter to keep 
still under penalty of death, while he calmly 
searched the house, but failed to get any plun- 
der. He then made his escape, whereupon an 
alarm was given. The Sheriff, with a posse of 
men, in pursuit, aud tracked him to 
Summi ht miles distant. In the mean- 
time be had n ap ed at Steubenville, 
where the Sheriff took him in custody. He was 
taken to Auburn to-night and lodged in jail. 
He professes innocence. | 
The murderer’s name is John Abbott, and he 
is a neighbor of Houlton. He is u desperate 
character, and recently got out of the Penitenti- 
ary, where he served a term for forgery. He is 
only 20 years old. The indignation in the county

WAR ON RUSSIA. 

Great anti-war meetings have been held in the 
North of England and Scotland, to condemn 
the course of the Tory Ministry in preparing to 
plunge the nation into a war with Russia on an 
inadequate reason or provocation. On the ist 
of May, Jobn Bright, the great Commoner, ad- 
dressed 1,800 delegates from the Liberal organ- 
ization of North England. He delivered, says 
the Times, one of those powerful philippics of 
which he is such a master. Resolutions were 
unanimousiy passed condemnatory of the poli- 
cy of the Government, and denouncing the Gov- 
ernment itself in the strongest terms. We copy 
a synopsis of his speech from the London Tunes 
report: 

Mr. Bricht, on rising, was received with great 
enthusiasm. He said: There is very little that 
I need to say, for it takes but few words to ex-

SOCIALISM. 

THE GERMAN GOVERNMENT WILL MOVE UPON IT. 

Barium, May 18,—The measure submitted by 
Prussia to the German Federal Council against 
the Socialistic agitation authorizes the Federal 
Council to prohibit or suppress associations and 
prints mtended to promote Social Democratic 
objects. Such measure will, however, require 
the sanction of Parliament if in session; if not, 
immediately on its assembling. The suspension 
of Socialist prints and associations may be ef- 
fected by the local police, but will be invalid if 
not confirmed by the Federal Council within 
four weeks. The prints may be seized by the 
police without previous judicial sanction. Im- 
prisonment for not less than three months may 


de inflicted for contraventions of the statute. 


THE GREAT STRIKE. 
LITTLE PROSPECT OF SETTLEMENT. 

Lowpon, May 18.—The following is a text of 
the cotton masters’ resolution at Manchester 
yesterday: ‘*This Committee, having carefully 
considered the préposal made by Ald. Pickop, 
on behalf of the oberatives, resolve to arrange 
for the mills being reopened immediately. The 
weavers, winders, warpers, sizers, loomers, etc., 
connected with the weaving department, and 
the spinners and card-room hands througbout 
the strike district, agree to return to work at a 
reduction of 10 percent, and this Committee 
will be prepared to meet the operatives in 
three months, or at any other time, in 
conformity with the usual mode of 
procedure.” The papers carefully point out 
that it is the operatives, not the masters, who 
surrender, and thatthe meaning of the resolu- 
tion is, that if the o ves return to work at 
the reduction , will ¢receive better 
wages as soon as ie loyers feel that their 
trade can afford it, and not sooner. 

Col. Rainsford Jackson, Chairman of the 
Masters’ Association, whose residence at Black- 
barn the mob burned, and whose mills they at- 
tempted to destroy, presided, and the Commit- 
tee, before taking the foregoing action, adopted 
a resolution expressing deep sympathy with 
him and their abhorrence of the wanton destruc- 
tion of his property. 

BLACKBURN, May 18.—All classes of operat- 
ives repudiate Ald. Pickop’s settiement. While 
the present spirit lasts, compromise is impossi- 
ble.

CUSTOMS FRAUDS. 


The New York Investigations. 
Bpectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Tonk, May 18.—At the Customs Com- 
mission session to-day a letter was read to Mr. 
Libby and written by a well-known commission 
merchant, urging the Commission to communi- 
cate to the press all but the confidential revela- 
tions of witnesses. The writer, who was a wit- 
ness before the Commission on Friday, stated 
at that time that he had carefully avoided speak- 
ing to reporters about the testimony be gave, 
yet had seen it reported, although in a some- 
what inaccurate manner. He considered it bet- 
ter to give the press whatever information 
would not be prejudicial to the pur- 
poses of the investigation; than to ob- 
serve a strict silence, leaving reporters to 
pry out the facts, and to publish them in a nec- 
essafily disjointed manner. The members of 
the Commission were not influenced by this let- 
ter, and kept their proceedings private as hereto- 
fore. 

The majority of the importers of this city 
seem to be in favor of the course proposed by 
the writer of the letter. They are only desirous 
that the details of their business should be kept 
secret, and they believe the pubiic should be in- 


formed of the otner testimony, so that it may 


be able to form a correct opinion upon the grave 
question at issue. 

The session to-day was occupied with an in- 
quiry into the -importing business. The 
witnesses examined were John R. Waters, of 
Bertoux & Radeau, and William H. DeFor- 
est. The same formula was followed in the ex- 
amination of both witnesses. They were asked 
questions, the answers to which revealed the 
most secret details of their business. They ex- 
plained the manner in which they procure their 


silks, the terms of their agreement with toreign , 


manufacturers, the way in which the goods are 
invoiced upon consignments to them at prices 
lower than ‘what the Western dealers 
and the domestic manufacturers say are 
the foreign market value of similar articles. 
The witnesses also explained the manner in 
which the books of their firms are kept. 

A fact was revealed by them which seemed to 
astonish the Government officers who are mem- 
bers of the Commission. It was that the prac- 
tice followed by certain European manufactur- 
ers, in consigning all their products to New 
York merchants is similar tothat of certain 
domestic manufacturers who send to agents in 
this city every yard of fabric make in their 
mills, and refuse to sell except through those 

nts. One of the gentlemen who testi- 
fied went to the Committee-room  ac- 
companied by a stenographer, whom he 
desired to record for his own satisfaction the 
uestions put to him by the members of the 
ummission and the responses made by him. 
The Commission, following the rule to exclude 
all but witnesses from their meetings, refused 
to admit the stenographer. 

Letters were sent this evening to four silk im- 
porters requesting them to appear before the 
Commission and give testimony on Monday.

LORD LEITRIM. 


His Death the Penalty for a Dishonored 
Home—The Outrage that Led to Delib- 
erate Vengeance--Two of His Slayers Now 
Safe in America. 

New York Heraid, May 18. 

Was the Earl of Leitrim’s death an agrarian 
outrage, or was it a dark product of personal 
vengeance? is a question Which has been much 
discussed and hitherto not satisfactorily set- 
tiled. The noble Lord's relations with ten- 
ants gave warrant for either hypothesis, and 
each thereof found numerous supporters. Yes- 
terday there came into the possession of 
the Herald information of a character 
which sweeps away the presumption 
that land troubles had anything to 
do with his taking off, and goes far to prove that 
his death resulted from the fierce resentment 
which sought to avenge a dishonored home. 
The informant is a relative of the two men who 
were concerned in the death of the Earl ‘of 
Leitrim, and who are now, he says, safe iv 
America, technically, no doubt, within reach 
of the extradition treaty, dut prac- 
tically beyond its operation and beyond ‘the 
potent and far-reaching sway of British gold. 
Only one other party, he says, had anything to 
do with the shooting of Lord Leitrim, apd as 
his security is not yet so perfectly assured, he 
makes his communication with some reserve. 
He himself left Ireland when quite a bov, and 
has not been there for twenty-seven years. 

He has memories, however, of some of its 
worst days of landlord sway and autocratic 
tyranny, of dispossessed tenants, of profligate 
opulence and dishonored peasant families, and, 
not having known any of the ameliorations of 
these evils, is in quick sympathy with what he 
would doubtless still call “the wild jus- 
tice of revenge.“ Upon this topic he burst 
into a strain of passionate, natural elo- 
quence, avowing that he would, without ruth 
or mercy, kill the highest official in the land if 
he should be guilty of violating his home. 
“There was nothing agrarian in this,“ he 
said; there was no organization; three men, 
and only three men, had anything to do witb 
it, and two of. them are where British 
gold can never bring them back.” When 
asked for his reason touching the mo- 
tive which led tothe killing of Lord Leitrim, 
he drew a letter from his pocket from which he 
permitted the reporter to copy all that bore 
upon the subject. He made the condition, 
however, that dates and names of persons 
should be omitted and also names of places of 
inconsiderable gxtept, but 1 a free 
reference to large towns like Liverpool and 
Glasgow, believing that they would afford no 
clew to the police authorities. The letter, which 
is written in a rather indifferent hand, is not re- 
markable for orthographical exactness nor pre- 
cise structure, but it at least points very ex- 
plicitly to the motive of what society calls a 
crime and what these men cali astrict and stern 
justice. It runs as follows, no attempt being 
made to improve its diction or its orthography:

This fact was 
pointed out by the Herald representa- 
tive, and in reply his informant said that 
before receiving that letter he bad reccived 
another, in which that matter was fixed beyond 
a doubt—a letter which contained the bead 
work,“ as he put it, and in which, in fact, the 
Eariof Leitrim’s deatn was planned. He was 
asked if he would not be willing to give pub- 
licity this document also, but this, he said, he 
could not consent to do until the securitv of 
the third party involved was assured 
beyond any possible doubt. For the other 
two he had no apprehension whatever. 
Their escape without anv difficulty or 
detention he attributed to the fact that they had 
not lived in Ireland. They were not all en- 
gaged in agrarian pursuits, but were active 
workers among the masses of one of the large 
English industrial communities. The dishonors 
however, which had befalien a member of their 
family rankled in their breasts, and their plan, 
of retribution broucht them to Ireland. There, 
with the aid of a third party, a resident of the 
country, they succeeded in their terrible and 
unflinching purpose. 

Their deed was denounced as murder and as- 
sassination, but they only regarded it as retri- 
bution. They did not account it any worse 
than what has been justified ere now as 
d smiting the smiter with the scimitar.” The 
circumstantial details of the killing of 
Lord Leitrim and his companions the 
informant of the writer could not com- 
municate, but be said. that no obsta- 
cle stood in the way of their escape. They 
were separated at Londen by a blunder,—a su- 
perstition, he added,—and one came by that way 
and the other by Glasgow. One arrived in Bos- 
ton and the other in New York, the latter land- 
ing first.

ONE ILLUSION LESS. 
New Yor mes. 

Theories almost withott number have deen 
invented to explain why young ladies do not 
snore. Mr. Darwin thinks that no one snores 
unless he sleeps lying on his personal back, aud 
that inasmuch as giris always sleep coiled up 
alter the custom of cats, they could not snore 
even if they were Willing to descend to such a 
depth of baseness. This explavation is perfect- 
ly worthless. Mr. Darwin’s assertion as 
to the position in which girls sleep is 
a mere assumption. He has no _ evi- 
dence to support this assumption, and 
in the nature of things it is impossible 
that he should have any, and he ought to be 
ashamed of himself. Mr. Huxley pretends that 
the proximate cause of snoring is a relaxation 
of the muscles of the face. 
with which the female back hair is twisted prior 
o sleeping ’’—remarks this bold but too specu- 
ative naturalist— prevents the relaxation of 
the muscles of the scalp and face, and hence 
renders snoring impracticable. This is a beau- 
tiful provision of Nature, and shows us that the 
back hair is not merely an ornament, but like 
every other work of nature, servesa high and 

holy purpose. II the Rev. Joseph Cook had 
read these remarks, with what joy would he have 
proceeded to tear Prof. Huxley’s argument 
to tatters.

THE CHURCH AND CIVILIZATION. 

The full text of the Pope’s Encyclical has 
been received by mail. It is more em- 
phatic than the telegraphic abstract repre- 
sented in reaffirming the claim to polit- 
ical power. But it is the justification of 
this claim rather than the claim itself which 
is likely to attract attention and remark. 
Pope Lzo has taken broad grounds, Re- 
jecting as weak and insufficient the argument 
for the Church's right of inheritance, he as- 
sorts that she is the nurse, mother, and 
patroness of civilization; that as she has de- 
clined civilization has declined; and that “‘ the 
public well-being and the safety of human 
society is involved in the sovereign tem- 
porality of the Holy See.” This throws the 
discussion back to the origin of civilization, 
and the, Church’s relation to scientific 
progress. | 

There ought to be no serious conflict be- 
tween Religion and Science, for, mghtly un- 
derstood, each is supreme in its own do- 
main. Religjon deals with moral standards of 
right and wrong, with responsibility for con- 
duct, and what ought to be. Science is a 
department of knowledge understood in its 
facts and laws, and it deals, not with what 
ought to be, but with what is. What ought to 
be can, in many instances, be ascertained from 
what is. Hence Science is often the fore- 
runner and always the ally of true Religion. 
Putting aside the question of revelation, 
there is no human agency so influential in 
propagating a sound morality as Science. It 
brings man into natural methods of living, 
enables him to comprehend the infinite 
greatness of God, and conveys to him the 
warnings and promises of Nature against 
vice and on behalf of virtue. 

In spite of the manifold benefits derived 
from Science the Church has been distrust- 
ful of it. ‘The source of this distrust has 
been twofold. The Church has discovered 
that much of that which passes for Science 
is spurious. False prophets have arisen in 
the name of Science, as they have arisen in 
the name of the Church. Men have pre- 
tended to do what they could not do, and to 
see what they have not seen, in one depart- 
ment of investigation as in the other. Be- 
sides, there has been an abundance of hon- 
est error among scientific men, as there has 
been of honest error among religious men ; 
and, though error can never be science any 
more than it can be religion, the detection 
of it has cast discredit upon truths and prin- 
ciples. Again: Scientific men have done 
much to promote this hostility of religion by 
stepping out of their legitimate line of duty 
to indulge in speculations, predictions, or 
promises affecting the spiritual condition 
of men. When Mr. Trnpatn “ ex- 
tended his vision indefinitely,” and saw in 
matter the promise and potency of every 
form of life,” he abandoned his function of 
a teacher of Science, and became, for the 
timie, a preacher of a new religion. It was 
no wonder that the religious world refused 
to enter his pantheon, or that it should have 
taken alarm at his heteredox doctrine. Mr. 
Trywoatl was teaching then like the Scribes 
and Pharisees,—not like the humble and 
devout student of Science that he claimed 
to be. 

Another reason for the hostility exist- 
ing between the Church and Science is 
that the former is naturally conservative, 
and the latter progressive. The Church 
condemned the Athenians for wanting to 
hear and to do some new thing; but 
Science is constantly wanting to hear and do 
that which is new. The Church fears at- 
tacks on the foundations of its faith from 
Science, It has learned to associate such at- 
tacks with scientific inquiry, or what passed 
for such. Science is, in some sense, allied 
with skepticism. It is possessed by the 
spirit of unrest. No earthly institutions are 
so grand, or venerable, or sacred, or so much 
intrenched in custom, or superstition, or 
wealth, that it fears to ask them the ques- 
tion, Why? It thrusts ith probes into every 
corner of history and the nature of things, 
and seeks to find how, when, where every- 
thing wasdone. The Church has been com- 
pelled to yield to this process of investiga- 
tion, as human governments have, but with 
this difference: The Church, having a basis 
in the human affections deeper and more en- 
during than any institution suggested by 
considerations of expediency, has yielded 
more reluctantly and slowly to the march of 
events. But it has adapted itself, all the 
same, in the course of time. Thus it re- 
ceived all the important facts in astronomy, 
including the discovery by GLA of the 
motion of the earth about the sun, which he 
was forced by tlie priests to renouned; and

It is not necessary to dwell upon the argu- 
ment for the comparative enlightenment and 
prosperity of this generation. The history 


of the Church is full of instances to show |. 


that it has gained in the universal progress 
as all the institutions around it have. The 
departure has been taken from an age of in- 
dolence, ignorance, and superstition among 
the masses, to one in which knowledge is 
widely diffused and power more generally 
extended to them than ever before. The 
Church has held its own in the race because 
it has adapted itself to circumstances. If 
it had refused to accept. facts when 
they were established, it could not 
have hoped to inelnde in its ranks men 
of discernment andintelligence. The prin- 
ciple of discussion, once introduced in its 
government, would have destroyed it as it 
has destroyed earthly governments. Its 
following would then have been reduced to 
ignorant and superstitious people. That it has 
not been so reduced is dus to the fact that the 
educated laity of the Church have fallen in 
with and assisted true progress; and, as 
the surrender of the temporal power will 
finally be accepted, it has accepted every 
good human dispensafion. For this the 
world is indebted to the large body of wise 
men contained in the Church, of whom 
many will be found to accept the present 
Encyclical with modifications. These may 
be trusted to take a position with reference 
to Civilization and Science more in accord 
with the times than that of Pope Lo. 


THE PARIS EXHIBITION AND THE FRENCH 
REPUBLIC. 


History does not warrant faith in the 
theory, formerly advanced, that great inter- 
national exhibitions, exercise a repressive in- 
fluence on the warlike tendencies of nations; 
the Crimean war and the Franco-German war 
followed closely in the wake of these grand 
shows, expressly designed at the time to pro- 
mote greater harmony among the Powers. 
Yet it is evident that the Paris Exhibition of 
this year hasa political ag well as a com- 
mercial significance. It may provide no 
assurance against international complications 
in the future, nor even moderate the passions 
of greed, envy, selfishness, and vanity that 
constitute as a rule the real casus belli. Its 
political significance consists in symbolizing 
the marked progress that has been made in 
France in the direction of real and constitu- 
tional Republicanism, and the spontaneous 
and hearty acknowledgment which this prog- 
ress has received from the other nations of 
the world, including even those which were 
suspected of a disposition to resent the suc- 
cessful establishment of a Republic as one of 
the great Powers of Europe. 

There is no longer any question but that 
the present Paris Exhibition, in spite of the 
disturbed relations of Europe growing out 
the Turko-Russian war, and in spite of the 
opposition it has encountered from certain 
classes at home, is a confirmed and brilliant 
success. All accounts agree that every depart- 
ment is further advanced now than was the 
ease a month after the opening of the Napo- 
leonic Exhibition of 1867, and that the pres- 
ent year’s show is vastly superior in every re- 
spect to any that has preceded it. All this 
has been accomplished entirely under the 
auspices of the Republic, and in defiance of 
the declared hostility of the Bonapartists, 
the Bourbons, and the Ultramontanes. The 
Napoleonic party regard these international 
exhibitions as a sort of prerogative of the 
Empire. It is certain that the ‘‘ dynasty ” 
would have celebrated a return to power 
by just such a show, and it would have been 
with the pretense that the Empire alone 
could command the co-operation of the 
whole French people and the admiration 
and as#istance of the whole world necessary 
to so colossal and magnificent a success. 
Hence the Bonapatists have antagonized the 
Exhibition as projected by the Republic. 
The correspondent of the London Times is 
authority for the statement that they have 
ridiculed it, denounced it, and sneered at 
the very thought of such an enterprise under 
Republican auspices. The Royalists, who 
are the Tories of France, have been equally 
resentful, though from a somewhat different 
motive. It was not so much that the Re- 
public should give a successful Exhibition, 
but that there should be a Republic at all, 
which has prompted the Royalists to refuse 
the enterprise th recognition, They, 
as well as thé Bonapartists, have 
persistently declined to aid it. They 
remained away from the opening ceremonies, 
and have vainly hoped to damage it by an- 
nouncing that the old families of the Fau- 
bourg will retire into the country for the 
summer, with the serene impression that 
strangers would not visit the city unless the 
old families” were there, As a matter of 
fact, strangers do not care a fig for the “‘ old 
families.” The Royal families of other na- 
tions ignored the absurd pretensions of these 
ridiculous old aristocrats, and gave the open- 
ing the benefit of eminent representation 
from the various Courts. The people of 
Paris put on their old-time gayety, and 
entered into the affair with the same sponta- 
neous and contagious merriment that they 
always developed in similar cases under the 
Empire. The opening ceremonies were dig- 
pified but unostentatious,—thoroughly pop- 
ular and Republican in characher,—and there 
is no reason for surprise that the Minister of 
Commerce, in his address, referred to the 
affair as testifying the faith of the people 
“in the stability and fertility of the instiiu- 
tious which the country had adopted. 

The iar circumstances ng the 
sicctss of the Exhibition, ad we have de- 
scribed them, not only sym the prog. 
ress that Republicanism bas made within 
seven years in 8 country Which ever before 
had..regarded the term synonymous with 
terrorism, but the same conditions will en- 
able Republican institutions to tighten their 
hold upon the confidence and affection of 
the French people. The Bonapartists have 
shown a petty spite, the Royalists an utter 
maligpity, and the Ultramontanists « 


N 
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the Republic will be the first test for popu- 
lar sympathy or support. The republican 


“form of government no longer means that 


the Communists or sans-culottes can run 
riot; it has become idenfified with law, or- 
der, prosperity, and brilliant attainments. 
Nor does it mean, as MacManon attempted in 
vain to demonstrate, that these peaceful and 
progressive results have been achieved by 
the old aristocratic and clerical influences in 
spite of a republican form of government. 
His submission to the decree of the people 
was the hardest blow ever dealt at the mon- 
archical traditions of France, whether they 
run in the line of the Bonapartists or the 
Bourbons. The sulking of the aristocrats 
is now simply ridicujgus where it was for- 
merly ominous, and self-government seems 
at last to have been realized by the French 
people. 

CRIMES OF VIOLENCE IN CHICAGO. 

The statement that there are now thirteen 
prisoners in the County Jafl awaiting their 
trials on the charge of murder is one that 
ought to arrest public attention. All these 
murders have been committed within the 
past few months, and have followed trials 
for other murders which resulted either in 
acquittal, or in a verdict fora brief term in 
the Penitentiary about equal to the punish- 
ment of alarceny involving the value of a 
few dollars. The relation of cause and effect 
may be readily traced between these two cir- 
cumstances. The crimes of violence have 
increased in this community by reason of 
the inefficient punishment of the guilty. The 
technicalities of the law have been twisted 
into such shape that it requires only suffi- 
cient money, and the legal shrewdness which 
money can employ, to secure indefinite de- 
lay and comparative immunity in the 
clearest cases of murder. Some sert 
of maudlin sentimentality seems to 
have settled down on Judges and 
juries which deters them from applying 
promptly the full penalty of the law for the 
deli or passionate attack on the sanc- 
tity of human life. Public officials, for the 
most part, appear to concern themselves 
more about the welfare of the criminals than 
that of the community. An instance of this 
was shown in the effrontery of the counsel 
for Suzery and Connzizy, when. they ap- 
plied to the County Board fora donation of suf- 
ficient taxes to enable these murderers to take 
their cane to the Supreme Court, after their 
guilt had been proved beyond any doubt, on 
a fair and full trial. No such application 
would ever have been made’ in a community 
where the moral sense of responsibility for 
crime had not been stunted. This was sub- 
sequently shown by the fact that some of 
the County Commissioners actually voted in 
favor of using the public money in this way. 
The greatest length of reckless god irrespon- 
sible local government would be reached 
when the taxpayers should be forced to con- 
tribute money to enable villains to escape 
after they had been convicted of the highest 
crime ; and Chicago narrowly avoided this 
disgtaceful extremity. 

It is very palpable that the laxity in the 
punishment of a particular phase of crime 
leads to an increase thereof. Notwithstand- 
ing the hard times and the greater tempte- 
tion to steal, we do not know that burglary, 
highway-robbery, and sneak-thieving have 
increased out of proportion with the growth 
of the city. Though these crimes are usually 
more difficult to prove than crimes of vio- 
lence, and are often itted under cir- 
cumstances calculated to excite sympathy, 
they are more uniformly and rigorously 
punished than assaults on human life. The 
vicious classes have not failed to note the 
comparative indulgence granted to murder 
and homicide; it has encouraged them 
to give their passions vent; it has led 
to the habitual carrying of weapons, 
which are used upon the slightest provoca- 
tion. Henee the frequency of murderous 
assaults. Thereis not one of the murder 
cases now awaititg trial, we believe, which 
can be properly charged to the miseries or 
despair of hafd times. They are all the out- 
growth of passion, which experience in the 
Courts has taught will be regarded with pe- 
culiar leniency. Suerry and ConnELxLy went 
out on a debauch with the declaration of 
killing somebody. Now that they have raised 
money enough to carry their case to the 
Supreme Court, a supersedeas and new trial 
are confidently expected. The Italian who 
shot dead a young and defenseless boy while 
the latter was pursuing him for theft had a 
few hundred dollars in his belt, and no doubt 
looks upon hanging asamyth. Phe Bohemian 
who exhibited his bad passions by shooting 
his victim five times is now good enough 
to say he is sorry for it, and no doubt ex- 
pects commiseration and mercy on that 
account. Nearly all the other cases are of 
a nature that would be followed with swift 
and condign punishment in a well. governed 
community, but there is not one that may 
not hope for some avenue of total or partial 
escape through a theory of self-defenge, or 
the interference of the Supreme Court.

and detailed examination. He presumed the 
experience in Chicago had been repeated in 
nearly allthe cities of the Union. But there 
was another difficulty engendered by this law, 
2 * on our commercial inter- 
este, which not as vet been touched upon 
or suggested by the report. It was this: so 
long as the Government provided a way where- 
by a person could be absolved from bis personal 
obligations by paying fees to the officers con- 
nected with its courts, these persons would not 
be very apt to make a full and clear surrender 
of all their property. In fact, they would not 
be nearly so apt to do this as when they were 
brought into a Bankruptcy Court by compul- 
sion. When a person in debt came to the port- 
als of such à court he was greeted by the par- 
ties interested in his suit by reason of the pro- 
spective fees they were to enjoy. They were 
very easy with such a person, taking almost any 
statement be might choose to give regarding 
his assets. Nor would they be very scrupulous 
in their examinations of them. Practically, a 
man surrendered to these officials just the 
amount of property he chose to surrender. ‘The 
balance he kept, generally in the name 
of some friend, so that the real assets were not 
appropriated to the payment of his debts. The 


larger part of the assets was so kept that bauk- 


rupte might enjoy the benefit of it after they 
should have obtained their discharges, This 
evil excited distrust in commercial law,—the 
fact that there was a passage through a Court 
of Bankruptcy where a person could escape his 
pecuniary obligations, slip through them asa 
reptile siipped through his skin, and leave noth- 
ing but a valueless cuticle behind for: his credit- 
ors to feed upon. A law that made it possible 
foradebtor to avoia or escape nis pecuniary 
obligations in that way ought 
ey It engendered dishonesty’ among 
officials, among debtors, and was a great shadow 
upon the commercial prosperity of a community 
where it wasin force. This evil, he thought, far 
transcended all the evils that resulted from ex- 
travagant fees. 

But there was another consideration demand- 
ing its repeal. A and B, in the same line of 
trade, were struggling along for years to pay 
their debts in full. A had approached the point 
where his assets just equaled the amount of 
his debts. If he could dispose of his assets he 
could pay his debts in full. But, af- 
ter a while, he approached sero. He 
never could rise above it. B had been 
pursuing the same general course for a number 
of years, until he had gotten within $20,000 of 
A. A finally came to the conclusion that it 
was useless to struggle any longer. and told his 
creditors he oouldu't pay them dollar for dollar. 
Re hadn’t got the st Then be was asked 
how much he could pay. Well, he replied that 
he could y 50 cents on the dollar provided 
they would give him six, twelve, and eighteen 
months’ time without interest. If they didn’t 
do that, he saia, he would bare to put his 
effects ind bankruptcy and then they 
would probably get about 20 cents. The 
creditors, as reasonable men, not understaning 
the effect of this upon B, said at once A has 
bought goods of us for many years. He has 
been a very honorable trader and we will let 
him go because he will continue trading with 
us. So they took A’s paper at 50 cents on the 
dollar, payable within six, tweive, and eighteen 
months, and gave him his discharge from all his 
obligations. hat had A made out of that? If 
his goods were worth $100,000, and he owed that 
amount, he had made just $50,000, and all he 
had to do to make this was to hold. up 
to his creditors this ruinous alternative 
of remitting them to a court of bankrupte 
unless they accepted his proposition. Well, 
they had forgotten B. A returned to trade 
with his $50,000 of mace capital, undersold B. 
and gradually ran him out until B had to go 
into bankruptcy, or repeat the same money- 
making process. Where the law not only made 
it possible for commercial men to pursue euch a 
course, but was actually inviting them to pur- 
sue it, how many would be found honest among 
the commercial classes? This was the effect of 

law today. It had excited dis- 
throughout the commercial com- 
It was a clear, legitmate effect 
of this law, which ought to be repealed at ouce. 
It had imbedded itself in the commercial sys- 
tem of the country like a malignant cancer, and 
was slowly consuming its life. The way to cut 
it off was to do it at once and not to wait tour 
months, in which it would stimulate its activ- 
itv. The Association had better not sav any- 
thing about it all, if it didn’t intend,to work for 
its repeal altogether. The country had been 
trying to amend it ten years, suffering these 
evils all the while. It was not possi- 
bie to amend it, because Congress would 
not agree upon any Bankrupt law which 
would be acceptable to the whole country. The 
conditions of commercial men in different parts 
of the Union were different, and the same law 
would not do in Illinois and Massachusetts. He 
would submit it to any gentieman present, 
whose experience extended back to the period 
preceding the passage of the Bankrupt law, 
whether he ever saw an honest merchant in 
Chicago—who failed honestly, and was disposed 
to give up his property when be couldn’t pay 
his debtse—who had any difficulty in getting 
along with his creditors. If he was 
7 of ability and commercial ex- 
perience, it was for their interest to 
keep bim going, and they were ready 
to acquit him of his obligations if he could 4 
discharge them, provided he would be fair wi 
the This was the experience before the 
Bankrupt law went into force ; now, we had 
this viper in the system. There was nothing in 
the laws so odious, so hateful. so deserving of 
universal reprobation as this Bankrupt law. He 
boped that the unanimous voice of the Associa- 
tion would be for its immediate and uncondi- 


tional repeal. 
MR. GOUDY 


remarked that the report was very long. The 
Committee had been at work upon it more than 


a yvear—— 

Col. Cooper said that nothing had reallv been 
done except during the last two months, with 
the exception of getting some reports from 
Washington. 

Mr. Goudy proceeded to say that the report 
indicated that a great deal of time had been 
spent on it. It contained a great deal of in- 
formation and a good many figures, and it had 
been impossible to carry these in the mind. It 
seemed advisable, he thought, to postpone the 
discussion until another time. The report was 
not satisfactory to himself, he must admit. It 
seemed to him that the Committee bad been 
strainiog at a enat and swallowing a 
camel. He did not think they had gotten 
through with the matter, or that they had 
struck the place which hurt it at all. He 
therefore moved to postpone the discussion un- 
til the next regular meeting and have 200 cop- 
ies of the report printed for the uge of the As- 
sociation. :

Laying of the Corner-Stone of 
| Their New Armory. 


The Programme Carried Out in 3 
Drenching Rain-Storm. 


As each member of the First Regiment opened 
his eyes from sleep yesterday morning, his first

WATER IN THE EARS. 
New York Tribune. 

As this is the season when arrangements are 
made for summer vacations, a word of advice 
may be of service to those who are seeking the 
sea-shore. If you don't wish to run the risk of 
becoming. deaf, take a bandtſul of cotton along 
with vour thin clothes, and, when you go in 
bathing, put-viugs of cotton fin your cars. This 
may save you from ear-ache, and perhaps from 
more serious trouble. Dr. Samuel Sexton, Sur- 
geon-in-Chief to the New York Ear Dispensary, 
in a recent commupication to the Medical Record, 
estimates that à thousand people of this city 
are sent to their physicians to be treated for 
ear disease every year, whose trouble has arisen 
from getting water in their ears while bathing, 
or by catching cold at such times by cxposure or 
negiect. 

It appears from the Doctor's researches that 
salt water is peculiarly irritating to the delicate 
structures of the inner ear. Verycold water of 
the freshest kind may, however, be equally 
harmful, and there is a short list of cases re- 
sulting from the Russian bath, two of the pa- 
tients being themselves physicians. A few in- 
stances are cited where the trouble came from 
using the so-called nasal douche,“ water 
having penetrated tothe ear by the passage 
from the back of the mouth. But these are un- 
important compared with those where trouble 
has come from salt-water bathing. In all of 
sixty-five of the last named cases inflammgtion 
occurred; in fifty-seven it was acute. A variety 
of subsequent damages may accrue. when the 
trouble spreads; permanent deafness is not 
among the least of these, and life itself mav be 
endangered. ; 

Surf-bathers are especially to such 
{njuries, since a breaker may strike them on the 
side of the bead, and drive the water into the 
ear; the same result may ensue if the bather 
gets a sudden montbful from an unexpected 
wave, the water then being forced from the 
mouth to thé inner ear. Man, the doctor thinks, 
is not naturally amphivious, Animals fitted for 
aquatic life are provided with various arrange- 
ments for keeping the water®ut; seals, for in- 
stance, have a movable membrane iv the ear, 
which closes, and shuts out fluid; the muscles 
of the water-shrew are competent to shut the 
ear-passages. People who are blessed with very 
small openings to their ears run the the least 
risk in bathing. Aman should never dive, says 
the doctor, if he wishes to preserve his hearing. 


When in the surf he shanid take the wave on 


his chest or back, ‘‘closing his mouth and nos- 
trils’’; though how a man can ciosefhis nostrils 
the Doctor does not state. But the pledget of 
cotton for the ears is essential, and every bather 
should be provided witn it.

Our 
author's series of romantic stories from Irisb 
history, called Hibernian Nignts’ Eutertain- 
ment.“ appeared in the Dublin University Afaga- 
zine, then in the pride and flower of its youth. 
These have long ago been reprinted in America, 
but not, I think, elsewhere. He also con- 
tributed many notable essays on Irish Scen- 
ery, te., to the same periodical. In 1865 
Mr. Ferguson published a volume of collected 
poems in London, “Lays of the Western Gael,“ 
a name altogether enigmatical and uninviting to 
the Sassanach in general. It accordingly was a 
dead iailure, although it included a number of 
poems thoroughly and justly established in 
public favor in Ireland and America. Alter this 
the author published his wonderfully-spirited 
and striking epic poemof ** Congal,’’ with the 
same result, or worse. The Cockney critics in 
general took no notice of the book, but the 
Saturday Heview did review it, and was mag- 
nificentiy contemptuous. An account of it, to 
quite a different tune, will be found in Fraser 
for May, 1875. It seems very likely that a 
poem of Ferguson which appeared in Black- 
wood the other day, call “The Widow’s 
Cloak.“ expressing tropicaily Victoria's aomin- 
ion over Indla, is the proximate cause of the 
public honor now done to him. But be that as 
it may, it is gratifying that here at least the 
luck bas fallen to the right man, and that a 
gentle public may have its sagacious eyes 
turned a generation or 80 sooverin the direc- 
tion of this ticular poet, and—who kaows . 
of ancient literature, of which he is the 
best exponent in English. Sir Samuel Fergu- 
Q. C., LL. D., Deputy Keeper of the irish 
Records (long life to him), is moreover a highiy 
distinguished arcnwologist, and—imay it be per- 
mitted to add!—one of the kindest and most 


wenial of men.

of Gun-Cotton in War- 
fare. 
London News. 

According to our Woolwich correspondent, 
another use has been found for gup-cotton in 
warfare. The novel explosive its to be em ployed 
for disabling guns of the enemy. It is to take 
the place, in fact, of the spike and the armorer’s 
hammer. A slab of gun-cotton, simply laid 
upon the muzzle of a gun and detonated, so in- 
jures and distorts the weapon as to render it 
practically useless for firing, whilein the case of 
a muszle-loade it at once preciudes any 
attempt to load the gun. The old plan, it 
may be remembered, of rendering an enemy’s 
guns useless after storming a battery, was to 
spike them by driving an armorer’s nail into 
the vent or touch-hole, and then, in the event 
of the attacking ee being driven out of the 
battery again, or retiring, the weapons could 
not be used against them—at any rate for a 
time. “The rapid injuring of a gun by means 
of gun-cotton in the way now suggested will 
preveat the cannon ever being employed again; 
but this is, after all, a questionabie advantage, 
for in the case of aspiked gun, if the enemy 
can use it once more on the subscquent 
boring out of the spike, so also may the storm- 
ing party, should they prove strong enough to 
hold the position. his is not the first applica- 
tion that has been made of gun-cotton for pur- 
poses of destruction before the enemy. A new 
body of men termed Cavalry Pioncers, first 
created by the Austrians, and now adopted in 
the British army. age to employ charges of gun- 
cotton in a similar way for breaking railway 
lines and destroying bridges quickly. The 
trooper, mounted on a strong and rapid 
horse, is provided with a belt containing a 
few pounds of compressed gun- cotton and on 
arriving at a railway he dismounts and places a 
charge upon one of thé rails. The gun-cotton 
is detonated with a fuse, and the result is that 
half a yard of metat is seen flying over the next 
hedge. Probably not more than sixty seconds 
are necessary to work the mischief, but the 
man is up and away before the explosion can 
take place. In the ease of bridges the work is 
naturally of longer duration, but two or three 
intelligent men would not be long in discover- 
ing a weak point in the structure and adjusting 
their charges so as to do the greatest amount 
of harin.

New York works toacharm. The Inspector sel- 
dom, if ever, sees the grain itself, only judging 
from a sample brought him by an unskilled worker.

ination of the grain. Such wonderful unanithity 
cannot fail to be eminently satisfactory to Western 
shippers. The right of appeal is freely conceded. 
while the infallibility of the inspection is main- 
tained. 

Not less than eighty-seven trains passed Wheaton 
Station (C. & N. W. R. R.) last Thursday, and 
some of them were very long ones. The freight 
movement along other Western roads is equally 
active. ‘ 

The leading produce markets were fairly active 
Saturday, for the last day of the week, and again 
lowers, though prices did not recede far below the 
diminished quotations of Friday afternoon, in 
most departments, and there was a partiai re- 
action in the last hour of the _ session. 
Wheat declined nearly le further, oats broke off 
%. pork 74c per bri, and corn Me per bu. 
The foreign news was pacific in tone, and the 
British markets easier on breadstuffs, while New 
York was dull, and our receipts large, with a 
rather light shipping movement. But there was 
more disposition to buy futures at the decline, 
chiefly to fill shorts. 

Jobbers of dry goods were doing a fairly satis- 
factory bueimess. Few large orders are being 
placed, but the aggregate of sales reaches pretty 
liberal proportions. There was a well-sustained 
activity in the demand for staple and fancy grocer- 
ies, and the tenor of prices was again unequivocal- 
ly firm. The tendency in the leading staple 
articles, including coffees, teas. rice, and sugars. 
was rather upward. Butter met with a liberal 
boca! and shipping demand. and for good to fancy 
grades thé market was fairly steady. Cheese was 
nominally unchanged, ruling weak with a downward 
inclination. Dealers in foreign and domestic dried 
fruits were fairly busy, both the city and country 
trade ordering freely. Prices were about steady. 
Fish were unchanged. Cod continue in large 
demand, and herring also were ordered freely. 
There was a moderate movement in paints, oils, 
and colors at about steady figures. Leather re- 
mains dull and easy. Tobacco was ordered spar- 
ingly at previous quotations. The coal and wood 
markets were dull and unchanged. 

The lumber market was steady under a continued 
good demand for all common grades. A small 
fleet arrived at the sale-docks, and several cargoes 
were sold in spite of the rain, piece-stuff ruling 
firm. The general market is stronger than a week 
ago, in consequence of the probable shortage in 
the log crop and the moderate receipts, some of 
the east-shore manufacturers having decided to 
hold their prodact until a more favorable turn in 
the market. The wool market was quiet and steady. 
Small lots of new are arriving and selling readily 
to the Western woolen-goods manufactarers, The 
broom-corn, seed, and hide markets were quiet 


aud unchanged. Green fruits were slow, the rain 


interfering with trade, and the strawberries were 
late in coming in, and were freely offered in the 
afternoon at lower prices. Poultry was steady, 
and eggs firmer. 

Lake freights were quiet and unchanged, on the 
basis of 2c for wheat, 1e for corn, and 1%e for 
oats by sail to Buffalo. Room was taken for 
235, 000 bu corn. | 

Through rates by lake and canal were dull at 7c 
for corn and 8e for wheat to New York. Lake and 
rail rates were quoted at 9%c for cornto New 
York and 11 for do to Boston.

THE TURF. 
A NEW ERA IN CRITICISM, 
Mr. Charles J. Foster, editor of the New York 
Sporteman, is to be congratalated on the fact that 
he is the first editor of a sporting journal in this 


country to open the columns of his paper toa free 


and feariess discussion and criticism of horses be- 
longing to well-known breeders. It has been no- 
torious that, although the various breeding-farms 
of the country have been written up, time and 
again, in this class of papers. such descriptions of 
the horses as appeared consisted of nothing but 
fulsome pra‘se. Everything was good. An able 
writer to whom was assigned the task of doing this 
work would he confronted bythe hampering fact 
that the article which he was to produce was to be 
paid for in some manner, and, this being the 
case, he was expected to present only the 
bright side of everything, éoncealing faults in anti- 
male mentioned, in deference to the known wishes 
of the breeder whose establishment was being 
„ puffed. This style of doing business was all 
very well for the sporting publications, r it was 
so much money in the tills, but the fact that they 
were prostituting their influence with the public, 
and the reputation acquired only after long years 


of toil on the part of their founders, was appar- 


ently never revealed to them. 

Tne recent sale of trotting stock at the Ameri- 
can Institute Building, New York, where King 
Philip was sold for 82. „ oud Kentucky Prince 
for $10,700, was what brought about the change. 
This sale had been extensively advertised in the 
publications alluded to, and these advertisements 
were supplemented by flattering notices on the 
editorial page. After the sale was over, somebody 
writing over the nom de plume of Critie, wrote 
a communication to the Sportsman, in which he 
mercilessiy exposed the weak points of the whole 
affair. He wentinto the fight rough shod, and 
like the traditional Celt, hit wherever he saw a 
head. His letter was full of the most sweeping 
statements regarding the worthlessness and un- 
soundness of some of the horses sold at fancy 
prices, and extravagant praise of some that went 
for a song. He decla Kentucky Prince, the 
10, 000 stallion, to be a horse of low vitality, and, 
n addition to this, unsound. King Philip's 
owner, he said. was the victim of a gang 
of sbarpers who started the report tbat the horse 
was ailing, and he further charged that Glibert, 
who drove the stallion last season on several speci- 
fied occasions, accepted money not to win, and 
that he confessed this to the owner of the horse. 
Other men and animals connected with the sale 
were aleo written about in a manper not at all 
pleasing to the owners of the animale or the gen- 
tlemen alluded to. Mr. Foster, of the Sportsman, 
was plucky enough to give this Gatiing-gun letter 
a place in the columns of his paper, but couid not 
refrain from inmserting an editorial para- 
graph to the effect that ‘‘Critic’” was wrong, 
whereupon ‘‘Critic’’ responded with another

But, although some of ‘*Critic’s’’ statements 
may have been tinged with ation and been 
the offspring of a heaithy imagination, there can 
be no doubt that his letter and its pblication will 
do a vast amount of good, and Mr. Foster 
deserves as much praise and thanks for 
publishing it as does the author for its origin. It 
has excited discussion on a subject that needed 
ventilation and reform long ago, and if it shal) re- 
sult in radically changing the present styles of 
** writing up stock farms and sales a result will 
bave been achieved for which every interested 
in tarf and breeding interests will be thankful. 
One of the best writers on turf topics in the coun- 
try, Hark Comstock. has already replied to 
‘* Critic,” and, while excepting to some of the 
statements made by the latter, thinks that his at- 
tack on the Kellogg sale will have a beneficial ef-

SHEPPARD BOY'S PEDIGREE. 

The following article, which appears in the cur - 
rent number of Watluce’e Monthly, contains some 
interesting facts not generally known in regard to 
the history and igree of the celebrated little 
horse Sheppard Boy, record 2:23%, owned in this 
city. After acquiring this record last fall, and 
demonstrating his ability to repeat his heats in fast 
time, there Wassome discussion inthe sporting 
papers regarding the gray yey gree. In 
order to ascertain the exact facts in the matter Mr. 
Wallace wrote to a gentleman in this city who in- 
vestigated, and the resalt of his labors is set forth 
as follows: 

It seems that in 1864 or 1865 Mr. Bryan Wad- 
den, of Chicago, purchased from a man whose 
name he cannot remember a gray mare. This 
animal, atthe time of her sale o Wadden, was 
represented to be of de- 
scent, but, ar t statement 
was commonly made at that time in regard to all 
mares that were gray, of course no dependence is 
to be placed upon it, although, as will appear sub- 
sequently, it is highly probable that Sheppard Boy 
derives a large portion of his good qualities from 
hisdam. Mr. Wadden made no effort to ascertain 

e trutn or falsity of the statement regarding the 

are's pedigree, not being at all interested in such 
matters. It is certain, however, that she was quite 
a superior animal, and ran in several scrab-races, 
showing boch speed and meness. In 1 she 
wae sold to a man named O’Brien, who bred her to 
the horse then known as Cornell's Ethan Allen. 
This horse was standing at Batavia, III., and Mr. 
Cornell. in consideration or the mare's fine appear- 
ance, reduced the price of service for the occasion 
to $25, the usual fee being $50. The result of the 
union was & gray colt, now known as Sheppard 
Boy, which was purchaeed by Wadden at 6 months 
of age for $55. The colt partook strongly of 
the characteristics of his dam, a few spots of 
brown hair on her flanks being perfectly reproduced 
in him. When this colt was something over 2 years 
old he was sold to Mr. Ha Byrnes, of Chicago, for 
about $250. He was afterwards placed in the 
hands of Sam Crooks for development, and, after 
receiving some training, was etaed. from the ef- 
fects of which he nearly died. In the spring of 
1877 Mr. William L. Beck, of Chicago. Stained 
control of him for the season, and with Ed Brown 
who bas developed such good ones as Molsey and 
Brother Jonathan, as driver, started into the IIII- 
nois Circuit. When Brown took Sheppard Boy, he 
couid not show a mile better than 2:35, out by not 
being worried nor overdriven in races, he began to 
develop speed, and was soon able to lap out horses 
in better time than 2:30. After trotting over 
twenty races, and ving himself one of the 
bau liest horses and campeigners in the coun- 
try, he started in the Onio fall eircutt in the 2:35 
class, and at Toledo won in slow time, tne track 
bemg exceedingly slippery.

A DRAMATIC CAUSE CELEBRE. 
Wew York World. 


An extraordinary case of a disinherited Bar- 
onet is now attracting attention in England. 
The bero of the tale, Sir Chandos-Stanhope- 
Hoskyus-Reade, is but 26 years of age, bright 


and good looking, so that everybody feels a 


deep interest in him. He is a kins 
man also of Charles Reade, who will, of 
course, found a novel on his misfortunes, 
and of our own fllustrious Minister &t the Court 
of Athens, Gen. John Meredith Read, Jr., who 
danced with the Queen of Greece, and who will 
doubtless keep Mr. Evarts accurately informed 
of the progress of the lawsuit set afoot by his 
young relative. Since King Jonn and Prince 
Arthur there has never been a more heart- 
breaking tale of a cruel uncle and a elese 
nephew, unless we are to except the story of the 
Duke of Gloster or of the Babes in the Wood. 
The fame of Sir Percy Read, as we are informed 
by Sir Bernara Burke, “has been commemorat- 
ed by Sir Walter Scott in ‘Rokeby,’” but the 
Reades of our own time are content to go back 
to Sir Compton Reade, of Shipton Court, Ox- 
fordshire, made a Baronet in 1 
The present Sir Cnandos Stanhope Hos- 
kyns Reade, ninth Baronet, is the son 
of a Madras officer and the — — 
of the late Sir John Reade, of Shipton Court, 
Oxtordshire, and Oddington Park, Gioueester- 
shire, who, in his dotage, disinberited his beir 
in favor of his footman, aman of the name of 
Wakefield, who has since assumed the name of 
Reade. The story of Sir John Reade’s life re- 
mains yet to be told. He inherited large laud- 
ed estates in Berks, Oxon, and Gloucestershire, 
was a Harrow aud Christ Courchman, and mar- 
ried a niece of the seventh Lord Elibank.

We have a remarkable proof 
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well as the doctrines of faith and instruction in 
religion. And more, it has been the giory of the 
Roman Pontiffs that they constantly and unccas- 
ingly opposed themselves as a wall and a rampart 
against the return of human society into the 
degradation of the ancient superstition and barbar. 
ism. Would that God had granted that this salu- 
— authority had never been neglected or re- 
pudiated! The civil power in that case would as- 
suredly not have lost the august and holy eclat 
which it formerly possessed from religion, and 
which alone renders the state of obedience noble 
and worthy of man. There would not have been 
so many of these revolutions and wars which have 
desolated the earth by rapine and murder, and so 
many kingdoms at one time flourishing, but now 
fallen from the height of their prosperity, would 
not lie crushed under the weight of such grievous 
miseries. We have an instance of the miefortunes 
caused by the repudiation of the authority of the 
Church in the peoples of the East, who, having 
broken the mild bonds which united them to the 
Apostolic See, have lost the splendor of their 
ancient reputation, the glory of science and art, 
and the dignity of their Empire. 
THEIR SERVICES TO ITALY. 

Now, these precious advantages which the Apos- 
tolic See has expanded all over the world, and 
which are evidenced by the most illustrious monu- 
“ments of every age, have been specially felt in 
this country of Italy. which has received much 
more abundant benefits from the Holy See on ac- 
count of its natural situation. Itis certainly to 
the Roman Pontiffs that Italy ought to attrioute 
the tangible glory she has achieved and the great- 
ness which has distinguished her over all other 
nations. Their authority and patérnal care have 
often preserved her from the attacks of her ene- 
mies, and have given herthe encouragement and 
help necessary for the full maintenance of the 
Catholic faith in the hearts of the italian people. 
These merits of our predecessors, not to mention 
any others, are attested by the history of the 
times of St. Leo the Great, Alekander III., In- 
nocent III., st. Pins V., Leo X., and other 
Pontiffs, by whose care and under whose auspices 
Italy escape the total ruin with which she was 
menaced by the barbarians, conserved intact 
the ancient faith, and in the midst of a 
darkness and barbarism of an _ ignorant 
age developed the light of science and 
the splendor of the arts, and kept them in a flour- 
ishing condition. They are testified as well by thie 
holy city, the seat of the Pontiffs, which has drawn 
from them this great advantage of not only being 
the strongest citadel of che faith, but still more of 
having gained the admiration and the respect of 
the entire world in becoming the asylum of the 
fine arts and the home of science. As the great- 
ness of these facts has been transmitted to the 
eternal rememorance of posterity by the monu- 
ments of history, it is easy to understand that alone 
a hostile mind and an outrageous calumny could, 
with the object of deception, pretend by speech or 
writing that the Apostolic See has been an obsta- 
cle to the civilization of the poome and the happi- 
ness of Italy. Ik, then, all the hopes of Italy and 
of the entire world are based on a force so favora- 
ble to the well-being and usefulness of all under 
the authority of the Apostolic See, and under the 
fast bond which unites all the faithful to the 
Roman Pontiff, we are aware that we ought to have 
nothing so much at heart to maintain intact and in 
its integrity the dignity of the Chair of Peter, and 
to draw more ciosely together the members and the 
head, —the sons and te father. 

THE TE RAL POWER. 

Therefore itisthat in order to maintain above 
all, and to tue best of our power, the rights and 
freedom of the Holy See, we shall never cease to 
use our authority to remove the obstacles which in- 
terfere with the free exercise of our ministry and 
our power, and to obtaining the reinstation of that 
position of affairs in which the dictates of Divine 
wisdom had formerly placed the Roman Pontiffs. 
And it is neither bya passion for ambition nora 
desire for domination, venerable brethren, that we 
seek this restitation, but solely on account of the 
auties of our charge, and by the terms of the oath 
which binds us. in addition, we are actuated not 
only by the consideration that the temporal power 
is necessary to us, in order to defend and protect 
the full freedom of the spiritual power, but also 
because itis clearly showa that in the sovereign 
temporality of the Holy See is involved the puolie 
well-being and the safety of human society. Con- 
sequently, in virtue of the duties of our mission 
which obliges us to defend the privileges of th’ 
Holy Church when the temporal power of the 
Apostolic See is in question, we cannot 
avoid renewing and confirming in these 
letters all the protestations and declarations 
that our predecessor, Pius IX., of holy memory, 
has on many occasions made and reiterated xs 
much against the occupation of the temporal 
power as against the violation of the rigbts of the 
Catholic Church. But at the same time we ad- 
dress ourselves to the Princes and supreme heads 
of the nations and ask them urgently by the august 
name of the Almighty God not to reject the aid which 
the Church offers them at a time when it is so 
needful for them to receive it. We ask them to 
draw near in an amicable spirit of concord and 
peace tothe source of authority and safety. and 
to become united more and more with the Holy 
See in the bonds of a deep love and respect. May 
it please God that they shall recognize tne truth of 
what we have said. ana be persaaded that the doc- 
trine of Jesus Christ, as St. Augustine says, ‘* If 
it be observed is tne great salety of the country 
itself, and that the public peace and safety as 
well as their own are contained in {the s ecurity of 
the Church and the obedience given tot. May 
they devote their thoughts and their cares to the 
relief of the evils with which the Caurch and its 
visible head are .afflicted, and may it be finally 
brought about that the people whom they lead. 
having entered on the ways of peace and justice, 
may enjoy a happy era of prosperity and tran- 
quillity. 

THE DUTY OF THE CLERGY. 

Besides this, wishing that the concord of the 
entire Catholic flock with the Supreme Pastor 
should be strengthened day by day, we address to 
you here an especially affectionate appeal, vener- 
able brethren, and warmly exhort you by your 
sacerdotal zealand pastoral vigilance to inflame 
the love of religion in the hearts of those intrustea 
to your care, so that they may be attached more 
closely and intimately to this seat of truth and 
justice, that they may receive all its doctrines with 
the deepest suomiseion of spirit and wiil, and abso- 
lutely reject al, the opinions, even the most wiae- 
spread, which may be opposed to the teachings of 
the Church. Remembering the words of St. Paul. 
— Beware lest any man cheat you by philosophy 
and vain deceit, according to the traditions of 
men, according tothe elements of the world, and 
not according to Christ, — Roman Pontiffs, our 
predecessors, and in particular Pius IX., of holy 
memory, in the Council of the Vatican have never 
omitted, when it was necessary, to reprove the 
current errors, and condemn them with apostolic 
censure. Following in the fovtsteps of our 
predecessors, we confirm and renew all 
those condemnations from our apos- 
tolic see of 2 and at the same time we fervent- 
ly pray tothe Father of Lignt to grant that all the 
faithful, fully united in the same feelings and sen- 
timent, may think and speak in accord with us. It 
is your duty, venerable brethren, to devote your 
assiduous cares to scatter afar in the field of the 
Lord theseed of your celestial doctrines, and to 
cause the principles of the Catholic faith to pen- 
etrate early in the souls of the faithful, so that 
they may push their roots deeper and be preserved 
in that shelter frow the contagion of errors. The 
greater the efforts of the enemies of religion to 
present to inexperienced persons. and especially to 
youth, teachings which may obscure their minds 
and corrupt their hearts, the more must you labor 
zealously for the success, not alone of a good and 
solid method of education, but especially to make 
the teaching itself conformable in science and dis- 
cipline to the Catholic faith, especially in phil- 
osophy, on which depends in a great manner the 
just direction of otber sciences, and which, far 
from tending to destroythe Divine relation, is 
likely rather to smooth the way ior it and to de- 
fend it against its enemies, as has been taught us 
in the example and writings of the great Augustine 
and otuer doctors of Christian science. 

THS CHURCH AND THE FAMILY. 

It is. however, necessary that this excellent edu- 
cation of youth, in order to ineure the veritable 
faith and religion, and be a real safeguard to 
morais, should commence with the earliest years 
and in the very interior of the family. Now, that 
family, so deplorably disturbed in our time, can 
be re-established in ite dignity by no other means 
than by the laws, according to which the Divine 
Maker himself established itinthe Church. Jesus 
Christ. in elevating into the dignity of a sacrament 
the ceremony of marriage, which he wished to use 
as a symbol of His anion with the Church, has not 
only rendered more holy the conjugal union, but 
bas prepared forthe parents as weil asfor the 
children the most efficacious aids by which they 
may more readily arrive in accomplisning their 
mutual duties at the possession of temporal and 
eternal felicity. But wnen impious laws, having 
no regard to the respect due to this great 
sacrament have placed it in the same category as 
purely civil contracts, the result is the deplorable 
consequences that, the dignity of Christian mar- 
riage being violated, the citizens have substituted 
legal concubinage for the legitimate union. the 
married couple have neglected their mutual duties 
of fidelity, the children have not observed the re- 
spectana obedience which they owed to the pa- 
rents, the ties of domestic affection have been te- 
laxed, and, what is a most detestable example, the 
gravest prejudice to pubdiic morals, pernicious and 
regretable separations have very often succeeded 
to an insensate love. It is impossible, veneraole 
brethren, that the sigh' of these lamentable calam- 
ities should not awaken our zeai, and should not 
incite you to recommend seriously and constantly 
to the faithful confided to your viigilance, to lend 
a docile ear to the doctrines which treat of the 
sanctity of Christian marriage, and to obey the 
laws by which the Church regulatesthe duties of 
parents and children. 

itis thus you will bring about the desirable re- 
form in the morals and manner of living of each 
man in particalar, for as an unsound tree produces 
rotten branches and miserabie fruit, the sad blot 
which depraves familics is contagious, and becomes 
a cause of vice and sin in each individual. On the 
contrary, if tue family is governed by the rules of 
Christian life, each member of it will gradually 
become accustomed to cherish religion and piety, 
to reject with horror false and pernicious doctrines, 
to practice virtue, to render obedience to tne au- 
thorities, aud to repress the insatiable egotism 
waich so much lowers and enfeebles human na- 
ture. With this object it would certainly be very 
useful to direct and encourage those associations 
which have principally been established of late 
v to the great advantage of Catholic interests. 

matters which are embracea in our hopes 
and wishes are immense, venerable brethren, and 
above human strength; but as God has founded His 


— that this perfect unity is not alone an 
mpregnable bulwark against the assaults of our 
enemies, but also a happy presage of better times 
forthe Church. It gives us a great encouragement 
in our weakness and raises our spirits in a wonder- 
ful degree, by assisting us to sustain with ardor the 
difficult mission which we have received, and all 
the fa es and labors on behalf of the Church of 
God. either can we separate from these reasons 
for joy and hope that we have manifested to you 
the deciarations of love and obedience which in, 
the commencement of our Pontificate you, venera- 
ble brethren, have offered to our bumble 1— 
as well as so many priests and faithful, proving this 
by the letters sent tous, by the offerings made, the 
pilgrimages accomplished, and so many other 
marks of piety that that devotion and charity which 
you had never ceased to witness toward my worthy 
predecessor still remain constant, stable, and 
firm, and have not been weakened b 
of a successor who so little 
At the sight of such splendid testimonies of the 
Catholic faith we must humbly confess that the 
Lord is good and merciful, and to you, venerable 
brethren, and all the dearly beloved children from 
whom we have received them, we express the deep 
feelings of gratitude which flood our heart, full of 
the confidence that in the distress and difficulties 
of the present time your zeal and affection, as well 
as tuose of the faithful, will never be wanting to 
us. We have no doubt that these remarkable ex- 
amples of filial piety and Christian piety will pow- 
erfully touch the heart of the all-merciful God, 
and will cause Him to cast a merciful eye on 
His flock, and grant peace and victory to the 
Church, But as we are convinced that that 
peace and victory will be more readily and 
easily accorded to usif the faithful constantly ad- 
dress their prayers to Godto ask Him for it, we 
exhort you ardently, venerable brethren, to ex- 
cite the zeal and fervor of the faithful 1 request 
ing them to seek the mediation at tke Throne of 
God of the Immaculate Queen of Heaven, and as 
intercessors, St. Joseph, the celestial tron of 
the Church: the holy Apostles, Peterand Paul, to 
whose powerful patronage we recommend our 
bumble person; all the orders of the ecclesiastical 
hierarchy, and all the flock of the Lord. In addi- 
tion, we desire that those days when we celebrate 
the solemn anniversary of the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ may be biessed and full of holy joy for 
you and for all the flock of the Lord, and we pray 
God who is so good to biot out the sins which we 
have committed, and so mercifully remit the pun- 
ishments we have deserved by the virtue of the 
blood of the Immaculate Lamb who has effaced the 
stain of our condemnation.

ORIGIN OF RELIGION. 
{LECTURE BY PROF. MAX MULLER. 
London Times, A vrii 26.

ing, C. E., and of the Hibbert trustees—Mr. 
Jerom Murch, of Cran wells, near Bath, writer 
of the memoir of the founder of the Trust 
excerpted in our columns yesterday; his son, 
Mr. J.C. Murch; Messrs. W. P. Price, James 
Heywood, F. R. 8., P. H. Laurence, C. J. 
Thomas, and T. Warren, with the Secretary to 
the Trust, Mr. Percy Lawford. It deserves re- 
mark that at least one-half the audience were 
ladies, several being titled. Of the 1,500 ticket - 
holders about one-teath are clergymen. The 
lecturer was warmly cheered both morning and 
evening on rising and on resuming his seat. 

The first Hibbert lecture was on “The Per- 
ception of the Infinite ;’’ but in its opening sen- 
tences Prof. Max Muller at once brought his 
audience face to face with the problem to be 
handled throughout the whole course,—the 
origin of religion. The metaphysics of scnsa- 
tion, perception, imagination, reasoning are 
familiar to the student of Plato, Aristotle, 
Hume, and Kant; but the startling question, 
why we believe in things we can neither per- 
ceive with our senses nor conceive with our 
reason, though seemingly more natural than 
any other, has seidom received, even from the 
greatest philosophers, the attention it merits. 
When Strauss asks whether we still have a re- 
ligion, statistics answer that hardly one out of 
100,000 professes to be without a religion. 
Supplementing Schliemacher's old defini- 
tion of religion as a feeling of absolute 
dependence with Feuerbach’s, that its essence 
is covetousness shown in prayer, sacrifice, and 
faith, Strauss concludes, from there being less 
prayer, crossing, and attending masses now 
toan in the Middle Ages, that, therefore, there 
is little left of real piety. Yet neither Strauss 
nor anybody else has proved that true religion 
manifests itself in praver, crossings, and attend- 
ing mass only, and that all whodo not thus 
show it have no longer any religion and no be- 
lief in God. But if we read on, as was proved 
by astriking quotation, Strauss himself exem- 
plifies M. Renan’s remark,—that those poor 
Germans try very hard to be irreligious and 
atheistical, but never succeed. Elsewhere 
Strauss, asking himself whether he Still 
has a religion, can only answer, Tes. 
or no, according as you understand 
it.“ But this is the very point he ougnt to have 
settied at the outset. But to understand what 
religion is, we must begin by seeing what it has 
been. Accordingly, the audience were reminded 
that religion is no new invention, but, at least, 
as old as the world we know. Herder rightly 
traces all higher culture to religious tradition, 
literary or oral. Before the Aryan languages 
separated—many thousand years before the first 
Vedic hymn, or Homer’s first line, in the family 
tongue there was the adjective deva (bright), 
whence the Italian deus, for God; and since in 
the Vedas deva came to mean God, it follows 
that something beyond the meaning of bright- 
ness’’ had attached itself to the old adjective 
before the. ancestors of the Indians 
and Italians broke up from their 
common home. Thus, whether we go 
back to the roots of our cn culture in the for- 
gotten past, or climb the loftiest heights of 
modern speculation, everywhere religion is a 
power that conquers even those who dream 
they have conquered it. Such a power did not 
escape the keen-eyed philosophers of ancient 
Greece, and with their thinkings about it be- 
gins the science of religion. Feuerbach’s theo- 
ry is a radical evil, inherent in mankind, was an- 
ticipated by Herakleitos, in the sixth century 
B. C., when he called it a disease, though a 
sacred disease, though the lecturer doubted 
whether there was in the savings of Herakleitos 
the same hostility against all religion as in 
Feuerbach. Herakleitos certainly blames those 
who run after singers and pray to idols, 
as if they were to gossip wilth the 
walls. Epikouros does the same. But 
Herakleitos nowhere, like Epikouros, denies 
the existence of invisible gods, or of the One 
Divine. Only he marveled at seeing people be- 
lieve what Homer and Hésiod told them about 
Zeus and Hera, Hermes and Aphrodite, and set 
it down to mental disease, which the phvsician 
might try to heal, but could never hope to 
stamp out. Hence, in a sense, the science of 
religion is no more a modern invention than 
religion itself, a philosophy of which begins 
with children’s asking its why and wherefore. 
The lecturer thinks religion suggested the first 
problems of philosophy, and the saying of Tha- 
les that water was the beginning of all things, 
far trom being so childish in that day as it 
seems to us now, was the first bold 
denial that the gods had made the world, 
and the first claim put in that the thinkers 
had as good a right as the bards to speak 
of the gods. Herakleitos, however, did more 
than show the crowd to be wrong. He asked 
himself the why and wherefore. What is the 
origin of religion? How is it we believe what 
cannot be furnished us by our senses or estab- 
lished by our reason? It was the same question 
they were asking themseives at that hour. 
Doubtless Herakleitos meant by olesis,“ or 
belief, something very diffcrent from what we 
mean by religion, on the, different senses of 
which word and the great importance of aefin- 
ing it the lecturer next spoke. He discussed its 
etymological meaning, adopting Cicero’s de- 
rivation from re-egere,—to gather up again, 
take up, consider, ponder,—opposed to nec- 
ligere, to neglect. Passing thence to the his- 
torical aspect of religion, the Professor 
asked who has a right to say religion shall be 
restricted to its etymol meaning or to any 
one given sense only. Ihe mere savage may 
not even have a name for religion; still when 
the Papua squats before his karwar, ee 
his hands over his forehead, and asking himse 
whether it is right or wrong to do a certain

religion. How shall we, then, take in all these 
phases of thoagtt in defining religion? The 
definition given by Kant, that religion is moral- 
ity, was then compared with that of his imme- 
diate successor Fichte, Who says itis never 
practical and was never intendedao influence 
our life. According to him practice belongs to 
morality, and itis only à corrupt society that 
has to use religiog as am imp to moral 
action. Religion is knowledge answering the 
highest questions, harmonizing and hallowing 
our mind. The lecturer protested against either 
Kant’s or Fichte’s being en as a sat- 
isf definition. There could de re- 
ligion with or without worship. The hatives 
oi New Nursia, in Western Australia, believe in 
Motogon, an Omnipotent being, who breathed 
saying Earth come forth!” and the earth 
was made. They imagine him a very tall, 
powerful, and wise man of their own country 
and complexion. Confronting this author of 
good is Cienga, the author of evil, unchainer of 
the whirlwind and storm, slayer of their chil- 
dren, whom they fear exceedingly. But the 
Roman Catholic Bishop of Perth, after studying 
the religious life of these people for three 
years, has never observed any act of external 
worship, nor any indication suggesting the 
ractice of any internal worship.

Schleierm@@ber’s definition of 
religion as dependence Was next contrasted 
with Hegel’s, who says it is or ought to be per- 
fect freedom: for it is neither more nor less 
thap the Divine Spirit ming conscious of 
himself through the finite t. The one step 
requisite from this point to making, not onl 

the subject, but also the object of religion an 

worship, was taken by Feuerbach in Germany, 
and by Comte in France.’ Comte ana his dis- 
ciples often preached this Worship of humanity 
with solemn and sublime enthusiasm. But 
Feuerbach breaks this last idol, man, thinks seif- 
ish the only natural human motive, and 
charges the priests of humanity with deceiving 
either the world or themselves. This vast di- 
versity of definitions of religion showed the dif- 
ficulty of framing one strictly applicable to all 
that has ever been called religion. The lecturer 
expressed his belief that the task is impossible, 
for the reason tbat religion is still passing 
through an historical evolution. Hence all we 
can do is to follow it up to its origin, and then 
try to comprehend it in its later developments. 
What is possible is to give some specific charac- 
teristic which distinguishes the objects of relig- 
ious consciousness from. all other objects, and 
at the same time distinguishes our conscious- 
ness as applied to religious objects from our 
consciousness when dealing with objects sup- 
plied to it by the senses and reason. It 
was then shown that religion is a sub- 
jective facuajty for the apprehension of 
the Infinite. Prof. Max Muller here reproduced 
his definition of the subjective side of religion, or 
faitn given in his Royal Institution lectures on 
the Science of Religion” in 1872, saying how 
far he agreed with the criticisms it had called 
forth, both in this country and abroad. Relig- 
ion,“ he had said, is a mental faculty which, 
independent of, nay, in spite of, sense and rea- 
son, enables man to apprehend the Infinite 
under different nanes apd various disguises. 
Without that faculty, no religion, not even the 
lowest worship of idols and fetishes, would be 
possible; and if we will but listen attentively 
we can hearin all religions a groaning of the 
spirit, a struggle to conceive the inconceivable, 
to utter the unutterabie, a longing after the 
Infinite, a love of God.“ The lecturer first 
quietly dealt with the objections raised against 
his speaking of religion as a faculty, expressing 
his perfect willingness to say potential ener- 
ey’ instead. The next objection dealt with 
was that there is something mysterious in 
the Professor’s ‘views of religion. He 
could not see that in admitting, besides the 
sensuous and rational, a third function of 


the conscious self for ap the Intinite, 
we introduce a mysteri) Aw aemont. inte nex 
chology. One of the e elements of all 


religious knowledge is the admission of beings 
which can neither be apprehended by sense nor 
comprehended by reason. Hence, sense and 
reason could not account for the facts before 
us. Sensuous perception itself is the real mys- 
tery of all mysteries. Reason, too, certain phi- 
losophers have represented as altogether in- 
comprehensible; yet reason is but a develop- 
ment of sensuous perception. The same is true 
of religion on ita subjective side, as faith. After 
further explanations on this bead, the lecturer 
proceeded to weigh the objections raised 

ainst his use of the term infinite as applied to 
ali objects of religious consciousness, and 
cleared up the meaning of that term, or any 
other which might seem preferable. He denied 
that any abstraction from the finite could give 
us any idea of the infinite, and traversed the 
assertion that the infinite simply a negative 
abstraction. If no more than that, it would be 
awordformed by false analogy, and signify 
nothing. The denial by the positive philosophy 
of the possibility of any religion whatsoever, on 
the ground that men, being finite, cannot com- 
prehend the infinite, was then boldly challenged, 
and the battle between those who believed in 
something transcending our senses and our rea- 
son, who claim for man a pogential energy for 
99 the infinite, and those who reject 
that claim on purely psychological grounds, it 
was admitted must end in the victory of one 
and the surrender of the other party. ‘The con- 
ditions accepted on both sides in this life or 
death struggle are sensuous knowledge, begin- 


ning with sensuous perception, and conceptual 


knowledge, consisting of collective and abstract 
concepts by the process of thinking, 
and differiug from sensuous knowledge 
not in substance but in form 
only. As far as the material is concerned noth- 
ing exists in the intellect save what existed be- 
fore in the senses, Prof. Max Muller maintained 
that religion, if only we are left i ssession of 
our senses, such as we reall d them, pot 
such as they have been defined for us, so far 
from being impossible, is inevitable. The only 
gift claimed is perception, tbe only revelation 
historical evolution, as history is now termed. 
Not, indeed, from the very beginning of our 
history is the idea of the infinite found ready- 
made in the human mind; to millions the very 
word would be unintelligible. But the germ, 
the possibility, the not-yet of the idea lies hid- 
den in the earliest sensuous perceptions, and as 
reason is evolved from what is finite, so faith is 
evolved from what, from the very beginning, is 
infinite in the pervéptions of our seuses. 
Positive philosophy imagines that ali sup- 
plied to us through the senses ie by 
iets very nature fini and the very word 
infinite a mere jingle. It reason draws all her 
capital from the senses, who has a right, it asks, 
to speak of the infinite? In answer it is not 
enough to appeal to tne facts of the religious 
consciousness; they must be explained. It will 
be the r of these lectures to note these 
facts, as illustrating what Homer says, that As 
young birds ope the mouth for food all men 
crave for the gods, although this historical de- 
velopment of religious thought will be traced in 
one stream only,—namely, in India. But firat 
the preliminary and more abstract question had 
to be abswered, Whence comes that someting 
else, which neither sense nor reason can supply 

Where is the rock for him to stand on who de- 
clines to rest on anything Dut what is called the 
evidence ot the senses, or to trust in anything 
but the legitimate deductions derived from it dy 
reason, and yet maintains his belief in something 
transcending both sense and reason! With this 
view it was shown that materials furnisfed by 
the senses are not finite oniy, but that among 
them are notions of the infinitely great. Where 
man’s eyesight looks down there presses upon 
man, whether he likes it or not, the perception 
of the unlimited or infinite in space. If it be 
too bold to say man actually sees the invisible, 
say he suffers from the invisible, and this invis- 
ibie is but a special name for the infinite. The- 
ology begins with anthropology. We must begin 
with aman living in high mountains, orin a 
vast plain, or on a coral island without hills and 
streams, surrounded on all sides by the endless 
expanse of the ocean, and screened above by the 
unfathomable blue of the sky; and we 
shall then understand how from the images 
thrown upon him dy the senses, some 
idea of the infinite would arise in his 
mind earlier even than the conception of the 
finite, and would torm the omnipresent back- 
ground of the faintly-dotted picture of bis mo- 
notonous life. In like manner it was shown we 
can apprebend the infinitely small. We may, if 
we like, postulate an atom, although our senses 
admit of no real atoms, nor of imponderable 
substances, “immaterial matter,“ as Robert 
Mayer called these last gods of Greece. And 
what applies to space applies equaliy to time, 
quantity. Neither colors nor 
they seem todo so, move en-

religious history of the Aryan, Semiti 

and Tyranian the chief place being, o 

course, assigned to the ancient Aryans of India, 
whom the lecturer regarded as in many respects 
the most wonderful race that ever lived on 
earth. The growth of their religion, he said, is 
very different from the growth of other relig- 
ions; though each religion has its own peculiar 
growth, the seed from which they spring is 
everywhes® the same. That seed is the percep- 
tion of the infinite, from which no one can 
escape who does not willfully shut his eyes. 
From the first flutter of human consciousness, 
that verception underlies all other perceptions 
of our senses, all our imaginings, all our con- 
ceptions, and every argument of our reason. It 
may be buried for a time beneath the fragments 
of our finite knowledge, but it is always there; 
and if we dig but deep enough we shall always 
find that buried seed, as supplying tne living 
=e tothe fibres and feedersof all true re- 

gion. 


THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
THE REV. d. r. BUGBEE DENIES THAT IT HAS 
ROMISH TENDENCIES. 

Cincinnati Commercial, May 12. 

The Rev. George F. Bugbee replied last even- 
ing from the chancel of St. John’s Church to 
the charges of Romish tendencies on the part of 
the Episcopal Church, preferred by the Rev. P. 
B. Morgan on the occasion of his retirement 
from the Rectorship of St. John’s Church two 
weeks ago. A large audience was present, and 
the speaker was listened to with close attention 
and manifest approval. 

I stand here to-night at the request of the 
vestry of this Church to repl¥ to the statements 
recently made in this place, charging the Epis- 
copal Church with Romish tendencies. The 
motives that prompted these statements we are 
bound to believe were honest and sincere, and 
we cannot question the speaker's right to take 
the step he has. But, after carefully consider- 
ing his utterances, I cannot bring myself to be- 
lieve that he fully realized the import of what 
he was saying. I shall reply by claiming first 
that it was a breach of propriety to say what he 
did in the place he did, and, second, that his 
statements are incorrect. 

No one will dispute me, I think, in saying that 
to make such statements from this pulpit before 
his rectorship had expired was a breach of trust. 
A soldier, intent on deserting to the enemy, 
would not do amore ungrateful thing were he 
to fire upon his comrades before leaving the 


ranks. 

As late as Good Friday evening, in my own 
hearing, Mr. Morgan urged many to come for- 
ward into the fold of the Church, and on the 
day of his retirement from the rectorship of the 
Church ed the members to hold together. 
I find it difficult to make this action seem con- 
sistent with his utterances on the evening ot 
that day. It seems to me to have been almost 
cruel to have thus trifled with the feelings and 
affections of his people in thus urging them to 
come into and hold firmly together in a com- 
munion so corrupted ty Romanism as he has 
charged. Such condgct seems to me to be char- 
acterized by the t marked inconsistency, 
and this much of personal criticism I cannot 
forbear from uttering. But to Mr. Morgan’s 
statements. He says, first: 

I do solemnly affirm that the doctrines and 
practices peculiar to the Roman Catholic Church 
are, one and all, save the supremacy and infallibil- 
ity of the Pope, held, taught, and practiced with- 
out let or hindrance in the so-called Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 

The charge has both truth and untruth in it. 
We aamit that the above errors of the Catholic 
Church are held and affirmed by some pastors 
in the Episcopal Church, but I am satisfied it is 
not by more than a dozen of the entire 3,000 
within the Church. That the great body of 
our clergy are against such practices is capable 
of the clearest proof. The late pastoral letter 
of the House of Bishops cautions our people 
against the worship of the Saints and the very 
things of which Mr. Morgan complains. It was 
also affirmed that the word “ regenerate ”’ does 
not have the same meaning as used 12 the 
Episcopal Church that is 2 to it by Cat ho- 
lies. Certain practices in the celebration of the 
Holy Communion were also condemned, 
and it was ordered that if any Bishop 
knows of a pastor within his jurisdic- 
tion who is in the habit of elevat- 
ing the emblems in sight of the 
people, or permits bowing down before the em- 
blems, cr apything else not authorized by the 
Book of Common Prayer, it shal! be the duty of 
that Bishop to admonish such minister, and in 
case he still continue those practices, to bring 
him to trial therefor. Here we have a specific 
decree of the Church that these things shall not 
be sanctioned or tolerated, and the Church in 
the enactment of this law, though no one has 
been called to an account under it, has erected 
a great barrier in the way of these Romish prac- 
tices. 

The refusal of the Church to confirm such 
men as Bishops as are believed to be Ritualists 
is another disproof of the above charge. Dr. 
Seymour, the second time he was chosen Bishop, 
after long discussion, and a letter from him ex- 
plicitly denying that he was a Ritualist, was 
confirmed. The confirmation of Dr. Seymour 
can not be construed as a step toward Ritualism 
on the part of the Church, for he has denied 
that he is a Ritualist, and any proof to the con- 
trary would 9 to prove him to be a falsi- 
fler. If there 
thing clear, it has certainly been shown that our 
Church is determined no Ritualist shall be a 
Bishop. 

Tike chaved that at the last Convention a vote 
was taken by which it was determined thet 
these things should now continue unmolested 
under the auspices of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, I declare to be false in fact and false 
in spirit. It requires the concurrent action of 
the House of Bishops and the House of Depu- 
ties to make adecree. If a proposition passes 
one house, but is rejected in the other, it is re- 
jected altogether. The vote upon the matter 
to which reference is made was postponed by 
the House of Deputies. That such postpone- 
ment cannot in fairnese be construed as above 
is clear, when we consider the character of the 
men who composed the House. Among those 
who voted for the postponement were many 
who it is well known would never advocate 
auricular confession or the elevation of the 
emblems, and their vote cannot be taken as 
meaning aporoval of such practices. 
was great confusion in the minds of the Depu- 
ties as to what was best to do, and near thetime 
of adjournment the matter was referred to a 
special committee, to be reported upon at the 
next Convention. 

The charge that in the adjustment of the 
Missionary Board the most advanced men have 
been placed in positions of trust, to the ex- 
clusion of moderate men, is easily refuted. Of 
the eleven men composing the Board, Dr. Dix 
is the only one who can be characterized as “ ad- 
vanced. Dr. Hoffman is perhaps something 
more than moderate, but ali the others are 
either Moderate Churchmen or Low Church- 
men. And this is the Board of Missions that 
drove our brother out of the Church. He must 
have wanted to go, and was pushed nard for 
reasons for his action. 

It is charged that the Church does not require 
Roman Catholic priests to be reordained upon 
entering her ministry. A Roman Catholic priest 
is not reordained upon entering the ministry of 
our Church for the same reason that a member 
of the Greek Cnurch is not, viz.: because he 
bas already been ordained in the manner pre- 
scribed by our Church. But let it be borne in 
mind that he is required to renounce publicly the 
errors of the Catholic Church, and declare his 
tree and full acceptance of the doctrines of the 
Episcopal Church. Ministers from other Prot- 
estant denominations are not required to re- 
nounce errors previously held, but are reor- 
dained for the reason that the Episcopal Church 
has a form of ordination that sne believes should 
be adhered to. 

We rejoice in the godly character, learning, 
and earnest zeal of the clergymen of other de- 
nominations, and in the work they are doing. 
As regards the 8 of them into our pulpits, 
there is a diversity of opinion, some holding 
that it is unlawful, otbers that it is inexpedient, 
and still others that it is both. 

In conciusion, let me recall some of the char- 
acteristics of this grand old Church. it is the 
only Church that was ever reformed, and the

The recent proceedings of the 1.— 1 Con- 
vention relative to St. Clement's Ch caused 
much excitement in Episcopal circles in Phila- 
delphia, and the subject has attracted attention 
throughout the country. It was doubtless de- 
sired to make this a test case in the matter of 
Ritualistic practices in the United States, and 
the differences ot opinion in the Church upon 
the value and advisability of these extreme 
forms are honest and deep. The Convention 
showed by a preponderant vote that it was in by 
far the greater part opposed to the St. Clement’s 
Church practices, and it formally resolved to 
appoint a committee to “investigate” the 


doiwgs at that church. This action the St. 


Clement’s authorities declared was tyrannous 
as farasit was not simply foolish; in other 
words, they held (1) that the Convention had no 
right to make such an investigation, and (2) 
that it was quite impossible that anything prac- 
ticable would come of it, should it be made. 
Not the less was the Convention determined, 
and adjourned, leaving the investigation to be 
pursued in the interval before the next annual 
meeting. 


The most perple question with which the 
Southern Methodist General Conference has to 
deal is the embarrassea condition of the pub- 
lishing house at Nashville. It is $280,000 in 
debt, and though its assets are y in excess 
of its .liabilities, they consist of real estate 
presses, electrotype-plates, and copyrights and 
bills receivable, upon which, probably, enough 
could not be realized to liquidate the debt. Dr. 
A. H. Redford, the agent, has been indefatiga- 
ble in his efforts to save the house from bank- 
ruptcy, and has a large personal estate pledged 
as securities upon its paper. While there are 
those who attribute the embarrassment of the 
concern to his lack of skill, the better informed 
seem tothink that but for his extraordinary watch- 
fulness and personal sacrifice the house would 
have gone into financial ruin long ago. How to 
relieve this state of affairs is the problem now 
baffling the financiers of the Conference. That 
800,000 Southern Methodists ought to be com- 

etent to lift this burden in a month no one can 

ail to see, as ft would only take an assessment 
of less than 40 cents to the member to relieve 
the pressure and give it a handsome 

upon which to operate.

MILWaUKEB, Wis., May 18.—Milwaukee needs 
advertising. There is no doubt about that. 
Not long ago one of the kultchered @citizens 
of Boston asked one of our merchantsif Mil- 
waukee was in Missouri or Michigan? And the 
New York Zwening Post logated Senator Howe 
in Michigan, and the World fixed him in Mis- 
souri. Milwaukee sends her manufactured 
goods to Japan, Austrafia, and to New Mexico, 
and when we remember how many thirsty 
throats ali over the world are daily moistened 
with our famous lager beer, we just begin to 
think that we are becoming famous, when some 
such inquiry as the Boston man made takes the 
gas out of the balloon, and our egotism strikes 
the sand all in a heap. Every citizen of Mil- 
waukee, possessed of the ordinary pride belong- 
ing to haman nature, would be giad to have his 
city properly magnified as an important 
point upon the map of the great 
Northwest, because it has points ot 
merit that are in some respects quite 
beyond the reach of our rivals, big and little. 
Its natural location is exceptionally good, and 
the climate is invigorating and healthy beyond 
precedent, being modified tror the extremes of 
both heat and cold in summer and winter by 
the influence of the‘ lake. The sanitary con- 
ditions are favorable in the extreme, with high 
ground, good drainage, pure water, and pure 
air, and with the great lake and tworivers to 
carry off the debris to keep us clean and sweet. 
In short, Milwaukee has so many advantages, 


natural and artificial, that we want it mentioned 
in Gath and told in all the newspapers printed 
in Askelon. And, as Tug TRIBUNE well knows, 
it is a common practice for impecunious adver- 
tisers to get in their ads without paying for 
them if possible, so your correspondent will 
use bis prerogative this — morning and 
steal in a short notice about Milwaukee, for 
which the Common Council ought to pay you a 
dollar a line out of any money in the City Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated. 

The most efficient way of advertising a city is 
through the medium of its daily press. There 
is no method at once so cheap and thorough as 
a good local newspaper, having ability and en- 
terprise, to make known to outside barbarians 
the advantages of its place of publication. In- 
deed, an intelligent stranger generally judges 
of the character of a town by the sort of jour- 
nals that it supports as the reflex of its business 
enterprise, its public morality, and its social 
status. Several causes have conspired to keep 
the Milwaukee newspapers second-rate in point 
of circulation and influence, while in point of 
ability some of them might, without straining 
the compliment too much, properly be classed as 
firet rate. One of the prime causes of this iufer- 
ority isthe factthat they are brought into such 
sharp competition with the Chicago newspapers, not 
only in the city but in the State, which is penctrat- 
ed by Chicago railroads and daily supplied with her 
newspapers in advance of the Milwaukee journals. 
Making newspapers is like making anything else to 
sell. —the article manufactured and put upon the 
market must stand upon its merits, and 
its sale will depend upon the competition 
it can stand with other rivals. The best in 
the market meets with the readiest sale, and gen- 
erally crowds out the inferior article, be it news- 
papers, boots and shoes, or mowers and reapers, 
for such is the law of trade. Chibago is too near 
Milwaukee to make the publication of a great 
newspaper in the latter possible; but that fact may 
not prevent us from having all we need in that 
line. It is no disparagement to the publishers of 
these local papers that they are no better. On the 
contrary. it is to their credit that they are so good, 
when ail the adverse circumstances of the case are 
considered, especially when local support is en- 
tirely withheld or grudgingly given. A third rea- 
son is that the city contains so large a proportion 
vf Germans, who support five daily papers of their 
own, and 60 far as one-third of the population of 
the city is concerned, an English daily might as 
well be printed in Amsterdam as in Milwankee. 
Indeed, the most widely circulated paper printed 
in this city at the present time is the German Her- 
old, originally started asa joint-stock Republican 
newspaper, but Which was ‘‘gobbled’’ by the 
present proprietor, and is now run as an 
independent paper. The German papers 
are, therefore, no small factors in our 
conglomerate civilization, and in estimating their 
value as an advertising medium for the city at 
large, it must be considered that their circulation 
is merely local and circumscribed, and that they 
seldom attract attention outside of the State. 

The wholesale trade uf Milwaukee in its diferent 
branches has probably done as much to advertise 
the city as any branch of business, especially if-we 
embrace in the estimate an account of the sale of 
manufactured articles. For be it known that ours 
is emphatically a manufacturing town; many of our 
own citizens have a very imperfect idea of the ex- 
tent and value of manufactured goods. Make 
something to sell“ seems to be the motto written 
over thousands of doors, and when the aggregate 
value of our fndustry is computed the annual re- 
turns are indeed surprising. This remark is es- 
pecially true when applied to the production of 
small articles, ornaments, and houschold goods, 
rather than to those implements that cost large 
sums. When we hear of a manufacturing town 
the image of the things produced is in 
the shape of steam-engines, mowers, reap- 
ers, threshing-machines, seeders, plows, wag- 
one, and the like, and while Milwaukee 
has ail these industries, she is doing much more in 
he line of hats and caps, boots and shoes, cigats, 
cutlery, paper boxes, spices. clothing, gloves, 
tbraes moldings. musical instraments, pictures. 

nd a thousand and one articles of use in our do- 

xestic economy. It is the production of these 
minor articles, some of them staple and some 
otherwise, that makes Milwaukee the rich and sub- 
stantial city that she is to-day. 


MILWAUKEE IN DOG-DAYS, 

“When the swallows homeward fly,“ and the

Madison, with 
her beautiful location and fine society; 
Oconomowoc, with her charming lakes, 
drives, and fishing; Sparta and Wanu- 
kesha, with their celebrated mineral 
springs that have proved so beneficial to pa- 
tieuts who were suffering from Bright's patent 
richt disease of the kidneys; Devil's Lake, with 
its powerful“ scenery; the Dells of the Wis- 
consin River, which everybody ought to see, and 
Elkhart Lake, and Geneva Lake, and Green 
Lake, and Pewaukee Lake, and all the rest of 
the lakes and lakelets. too numerous for pen to 
write or types to print, are ail worth visiting. 
These are ail nice places for a dusty, tired, and 
overworked denizen of the city to run off to for 
a few days, because it is rest and a change, and 
the change is the rest after all. But if anybody 
wants to come North and spend the months of 


June, July, and August, and not only rest, but

When 
one packs up and starts off to have a good time, he 
don't want to go where he will be made uncom- 
fortable by bad air, bad water, bad food made 
worse by bad cooking, and bad apartments; but he 
looks for the opposite of ail these. It a man is 
sick and sceks restoration to health by the use of 
the waters of some well-advertised mineral spring, 
said to have been discovered long ago by an Indian 
chief, let him subject himself to all the inconve- 
niences necessary to placate the stubbornness of 
the disease, and make it his chief business to get 
well. But it Julias and Mary Ann and the chil- 
dren are to shut up the house for a month's recre- 
ation and enjoyment, and avoid hot rooms. fried 
tk for breakfast, and the syren song of 
he mosquito that disturbs the midsammer night's 
dream, let them come to Milwaukee. Go — 
after the roots of that word ** recreation,

THE NEW ADMINISTRATION. 

The new city officers are getting down to 
business in their several positions, and are 
adapting themselves to their new relations as 
fast as possible. City-Attorney Johnson has 
given a written opinion already, and Mayor 
Black has vetoed a resolution of the Common 
Council that he thought contained an unwhole- 
some provision. The new City Engineer has 
been inspecting the Water-Works, and has ex- 
pressed his belief that there is either a big leak 
in the reservoir or a serious defect in some of 


the main pipes. He is also quite sure that there 
is a great deal of water running to waste 
through the carelessness of some of our citi- 
zens—a thing that he will look into at once and 
apply the necessary remedy. Health-Commis- 
sioner Wight is another of the new brooms that 
sweep clean. He has already applied his sant- 
tary ideas to some of the public buildings, 
notably the dirty old Morgue, and has warned 
butchers against the sale of incipient and un- 
wholesome veal. Being an attorney as well as 
a doctor, he had one fellow hauled up for vio- 
latug a health ordinance, and appeared 
as vproeecuting officer. he keeps 
on, the City Attorney will get jealous of 
him as touching upon his duties as the law- 
officer of the crown. Dr. Wight is likely to 
prove of substantial service to the city in the 
role of a fanatic oa sanitary matters. The aver- 
age citizen is so ignorant and stupid that he is 
seldom moved in the line of progress until 
some extreme means are employed tostart him; 
hence extremists are a great necessity in the 
work of reform. The old Liberty party man 
who declared that the Constitution of the coun- 
try was a league with Hell and covenant with 
death,“ aroused the nation to a moderate sense 
of the ignominy and shame of holding men and 
women in slavery, which resulted at last in eman- 
cipation. It needs the fanaticism of the Prohibi- 
tionists, the zeal and enthusiasm of the crusaders, 
the extreme notions of the touch-not-taste-not- 
handie-not sort of temperance-men in order to 
bring the prest body of the community up to oc- 
cupy a golden mean upon his important question. 
So Wight has got sewer-gas on the brain, and will 
bang away in ever so many languages until the 
builders, and plumbers, and architects, aud all of us 
will know more sanitary science than we do at 
present. In a lecture delivered not long ago, 
before the Popular Science Society, the Doctor 
drew us a picture of 100 tons of filth deposited in 
the Milwaukee River from tue sewers ana gutters 
of the city every twenty-four hours, and the nox- 
ious gases that arise therefrom, before the mass is 
carried off to the lake bv the sluggish current—a 
picture that made us thank the Lord for the re- 
freshing breezes that drive off and dissipate these 
poisonous odors, rather than to thank Him for any 
wisdom that has yet been manifested in our sys- 
tem of sewerage. 

The new Chief of Police reorganized his force 
on Wednesday, and dropped out about twenty of 
the old ape ga Of course the outs are ex- 
ceedingly mad, and about one hundred men who 
expected a place onthe force for work done and 
performed on election-day are quoting Scriptural 
phrases and formulas that sound very much like 
the imprecations of David on the heads of his 
enemies. They may be seen standing about 
on the street-corners, swinging their fists, talking 
bad English, cursing Mayor Black, and taking other 
peaceful methods to let off steam. Some of the 
more patriotic of them proposed to hang the Mayor 
to the nearest lamp-post, but the proposition did 
not meet with sufficient favor to make it popular. 

The Chief of the Fire Brigade has made sume ten 
changes in his force, and of course there are fewer 
angry applicants than afflict the soul of the heads 
of the other departments. The strength of the de- 
partment is said to be in its tail, like a kangaroo, 
but then some people are so prejudiced that they 
cannot see things in their true ligat. Up to this 
date the force has been very efficient. What it 
will be now remains to be seen. 

It is said that the Jesuits in the School Board 
still continue their secret meetings, and the public 
will know from time to time what the star cham- 
ber proposes to do in the matter of public educa- 
tion. he outrage that was perpetratea by the re- 
moval of Supt. MacAlister is still without excuse 
or palliation, and those responsible for it will be 
held to answer at the bar of pablic opinion. Cari- 
osity is excited to know just what sort of a blunder 
will be committed next.

WATER RATES. 

It is undeniably true that our water rate, like 
the price charged for gas, is so extortionate that 
it prohibits many poor people from using it, and 
is forcing them to fall back upon wells and cis- 
terns. This is tothe serious inconyenience of 
the citizens ‘and to the serious detriment of the 
income tax that might be derived from that 
source. It now costs 820 per annum on an 
average for an ordint#Wd welling, and if there is 
a little lawn as big as a borse-blanket, and a 
barn, it costs about 825 a year. Add to this the 
cost of plumbing and repairs, and it is readily 
seen that the expense is far too great to corre- 
spoud with the benefit derived. It is a grave 
mistake that the charge for water should be so 
high as to preclude a large proportion of those 
who would be glad to use it if they could afford 
it, and who are taxed to pay the interest on the 
bonds that were issued to build the works. 
This is a rank injustice that onght to 
be speedily remedied. If a man takes wa- 
ter he is taxed twice for it,—once in the 
general assessment of all property to pay princi- 
pal and interest on bonds, and, secondly, he is 
taxed specially for his pro rata of what is used by 
his family. On the other hand, about a third or 
fourth of the outlay 41 by those who derive no 
begefit from it whatever. except to provide the 
méansto extinguish fires, and that tue rich may 
re vel in a luxury which they can help pay for but 
cannot afford to enjoy. The city would derive 
more revenue from this source if the rates were 
reduced so that the poor could use it more gener- 
ally thanis now the case. Water and air are 
needed in large quantities in order that the people 
may be clean, comfortable, and godly, and our 
ministers ought to preachasermon on Cheap 
Water as a Means of Grace.“ There is plenty of 
water in Lake Michigan, and the pumping capacity 
of the works not yt exhausted. The temperance 
men ought to insist that water should be as cheap 
as lager beer.

censes rather, to make a purist in metrical 
forms stand aghast. It is almost equally curious 
to note that the first impetus toward the intro- 
duction of new forms comes to us from France, 
—acountry where, until within the last half- 
century, verse has been as prim and precise, as 
empty and as soulless, as metrical prose by any 
But, under the inspiration 
of the romantic revival which marked the dying 
days and final downfall of the elder branch of 
the house of Bourbon, and especially under the 
influence of the extraordinary vigor and 
vitality of Victor Hugo’s earlier verse 
and prose, the fresh young blood of France 
began to course through more poetic chan- 
nels, inventing new forms to vent its new-found 
feeling, and filling old forms again with the 
current of new life. The young poets went 
back to the verses of the troubadours and 


trouveres, and to the metrical forms of the 


fourteenth century; and, indeed, they went 
wherever they hoped to find a form or a sugges- 
tion of style suitable ana worthy of modern 
reproduction and resuscitation; the stranger, 
the odder, the more exotic the better. 

THE VIRELAI, THE RONDEAU, THE RONDEL, 
were brought again into favor. The English 
ballad with its wealth of suggestiveness and 
lyric possibility was fit indeed to the minds of 


oung writers fresh from the first reading of 
‘Notre Dame de Paris.“ Hugo called one col- 
lection of his poems Odes et Ballades,’’— 
though, as a critic objected, it contained neither 
odes nor ballades,—tor the French ballade is 
radically different from the English ballad, and 
it was the English lyric which Hugo had in mind, 
not the french form of verse. 

And to-day the inspiration which the French 
oets caught from their study of the early 
orms of, French verse is beginning to be trans- 

mitted across the Channel to England, and we 
now and then see an English rondeau or villanelle ; 
and the sight is ever welcome. Mr. Austin 
Dobson, seeking fresh fields and pastures 
new, has taken up the study of the re- 
vived French forms, and, in his recent volume, 
** Proverbs in Porcelain,“ presents us with what 
are probably the first specimens in English of 
the pantoum, of the ronde/, and of the ba/ade. 

The word rondeau has been applied inaccurate- 

lyin English to any poem in which the first 
words of the stanza were repeated at the end. 
The one specimen of this sort which all may re- 
member, is Leigh Hunt’s brief and beautiful— 
Jenny kissed me when we met, 
Jumping from the chair she sat in; 
Time, you thief, who love to get 
Sweets upon your list, put that in— 
Say I'm weary. say Im sad. 
Say that health and wealth have missed me, 
Say I'm —1 old; but add— 
Jeans kissed me? 
How far this is from the 
REAL FORM OF THE RONDEAU 
can readily be seen by comparing it with this 
imitation by Mr. Dobson of a French rondeau 
of Voiture’s: : 
YOU BID MB TRY. 
You bid me try, blue eyes, to write 
Arondeau. What!—fortnwith?—to-night? 
Reflect. Some skill, I have, tis true; 
But thirteen lines—and rhymed on tuo 
„Refrain, as well. Ah, hapless plight! 


Still, there are five lines—ranged aricht. 
These Gallic bonds, I feared, wou fright 
My easy Muse. hey did till you— 
You bid me try! 


This makes them nine. The port's in sight; 
»Tis all because your eyes are oright! 
Now just a pair to end with ‘‘oo"— 
When maids command, what can't we do? 
Behold! the rondeau—tasteful, light— 
You bid me try! 

The idea of this rondenu of Voiture’s, letting 
the rondeau turn upon the difficulty of making 
a rondeau at all, is due to Lope de Vega, who 
used it in a play. 

THE SPANISH SONNET 
has been imitated in French, Italian, and in 
Engtish; and, by way of comparison, an English 
version, by Edwards, the author of “ Canons of 
Criticism,’ which is given by Lord Holland, in 
his ** Life of Lope Vega,“ may as well be copied 
here: 
Capricious Wray a sonnet needs must have; 
I ne'er was so put to't before: a sonnet— 
Why, fourteen verses must be spent upon it. 
Tis good. however, I've conquered the first stave, 
Yet | shall ne’er find rhymes enough by half. 
Said I, and found myself in the midst of the second: 
If twice four verses were bat fairly reckoned, 
I should turn back on the hardest part and laugh. 
Thus far with good success I think I've scribbled, 
And of twice seven lines have got clear oer ten. 
Courage! Another'll finish the first triplet. 
Thanks to the Muse, my work begins to shorten. 
There's thirteen lines got through driblet by drib- 


let. 
‘Tis done! Count how you will, I warrant there's 
fourteen. 

The halting metre and wretched rhymes of 
this liberal sonnet make us wonder whether the 
canons of the worthy Edwards’ criticism were 
quite as good weapons as those our more mod- 
ern critics fight with. 

And here—although it is purely a digression— 
space must be found for another sonnet, 

A LITERARY CURIOSITY 

without parallel: for it is all in lines of but one 
word each—a sonnet, in short, of but fourteen 
words. It is by a modern Frenchman, M. J. de 
Resseguier, and here it is:

Not content with merely French forms of 
verse, the French poets have even adopted one 
Malayan form, 

THE PANTOUM, 

first brought to their attention to the notes to 
Hugo’s Orientales.“ and afterward employed 
to advantage by Theophile Gautier and Theo- 
dore de Banville. It is not at first sight en- 
couraging; it consists of a series of four-line 
&tanzas, the second and fourth lines of each 
stanza reappearing as the first and third of the 
next stanza, and so on ad infinitum, the first 
and third lines of the first stanza appearing 
again in the final one. Mr. Dobson’s pantoum 
is a little long, so only beginning and end are 
given: 


IN TOWN. 
** The blue-fy sung ia the pane,”"—TENNYSON. 
June in the zenith is torrid 
(There is that woman again); 
Here. with the sun on one's forehead, 
Thought gets dry in the brain. 


There is that woman again: 

‘* Strawberries! fourpence a pottle!”

Ink gets dry in the bottle.

There is still another form of verse which de- 
serves mention here, although Mr. Swinburne 
is possibly the only English writer who has at- 
tempted it. This is 

THE “‘SESTINA,’’— 

a series of six stanzas, each of six lines,—gen- 
erally hendecasyllabics,—with an “envoi” of 
three lines. Thesame six words must end the 
lines of each stanza, being duly changed in their 
order, and three of these rhyming words appear 
again in the “‘envoi,”’ This form was a great 
fevorite with the Provencal troubadors, and it 
is also to be found slightly moditied in the Ital- 
ian. Here is Mr. Swindurne's “sestina,’’ which 
seems, though it may perhaps be heresy to say 
so, to have much more sound than sense: 


I saw my soul rest upon a day 

As a bird sleeping in the nest of night, 
Among soft leaves that give the starlight way, 

To touch its wings but not its eyes with light; 
So that it knew as one in visions may, 

And know not as men waking of delight. 


This was the measure of my soul's delight; 
it has no power of {oy to fly by day. 

Nor part in the large lordship of the light, 
But in a secret, moon-beholden way 

Had all its will of dreams and pleasant night. 
And all the love and life that sleepers may. 


But such life's triumph as men waking may 

It might not have to feed its faint delight 
Between the stars by night and sun by day, 

Shut up with green leaves and a little light; 
Because its way was as a lost star's way, 

A world’s not wholly known of day or night. 


All ae and dreams, and sounds, and gleams, of 
night 
Made it all music that such minstrels may, 
And ail they had they gave it of delight; 
But in the full face of the fire of day 
What place shall be for any starry lignt, 
What part of heaven in all the wide sun’s way? 


Yet the sou! woke not, sleeping by the way, 
Watched as a nursliug of the larze-eyed night, 
And sought no strength nor knowledge ot the day, 

Nor cioser touch conclusive of delight, 
Nor mightier joy, nor truer than dreamers may, 
Nor more of song than they nor more of light. 


For who sleeps once and sees the secret light 
Whereby sleep shows the soul a fair way 
Between the rise and rest of day and night, 
Shall care no more to fare as all men may, 
But be his place of pain or of delight, 
There shall he dwell, beholding night as day. 


Song. have thy day and take thy fill of light 
Before the night be fallen across thy way; 
Sing while he may, man hath no long delight.

Not a little curiosity has been felt to know what 
Mr. Charles R. Gardiner, of the Arch Street The- 
tre. has domiciled himself in New York for. 
Nobody denies his right to domicile where he 
pleases. He states, however, that he continues 
the business manager of Mrs. Drew's Arch Street 
Theatre, though he is to live in New York. Now. 
it is very well to say that he can be useful to Mra. 
Drew in the way of procuring attractions for her 
from here, but it is a very queer business manage- 
ment that can be conducted a couple of hundred 
miles from the place managed. Of all positionsina 
theatre, the business management is the one of 
most local importance. And then is it cred- 
ible that Mrs. Drew will pay Mr. Gar- 
diner his regular salary as her business 
manager, and permit him at the same time 
to represent the interests of balf-a-dozen other 
out-of-town theatres’? For my own part, I look 
upon it as a cock-and-bull story, to give Mr. Gardi- 
ner some sort of countenance while he etarts a 
theatrical agency in opposition to those already in 
existence. Therecan be no special objection to 
this; but * ee: it? But there is a decided 
objection to Mr. Gardiner’s method of conducting 
his proposed agency. He has, for instance, asked 
Henry French to allow him (Gardiner) to book the 
out-of-town dates for Diplomacy.” and he offers 
to do the work for nothing. Now, this is simply a 
cut-throat game. Every kind of work in this world 
is worthy of some pay. If one man comesin upon 
any business to which he does not property belong, 
and offers to do gratuitously what has before al- 
ways commanded a price, he takes the bread and 
butter from somebody's mouth, and it is the duty 
and interest of ail the others to run him ont. Mr. 
Gardiner has often been called atrickster. Let him 
not to try any of his tricks here, for New York is 
dangerous ground.

REVIEW OF THE PAST THEATRICAL SEASON. 

From Our Orten Correspondent. 

New York, May 16.—There has been printed 
any amount of gossip about the various thea- 
tres, the fortuncs made or not made b the 
Yeading stars, and the probable management 
and company changes to take place this fall; 
but as yet I have seen no compact and accurate 
review of the theatrical season now drawing to 
its close in New York. This season has proved 
unprecedentedly bad. With the exception of 
Wallack's and the Grand Opera-House, no thea-

has been a flat failure. 


tre in this city has made money. Some of the 
managers have contrived to make both ends 
meet; others have consumed their own and 
their supporters’ money in the vain attempt to 
levy successfully upon the amusement fund of 
the general public. Ido not propose to seek 
the causes for this condition of things theatri- 
cal, but to give the facts. 

Wallack’s nas made from $30,000 to $40,000, 
the larger part of which goes, of course, to Les- 
ter Wallack, the lesser part to bis faithful serv- 
ant and Treasurer, Mr. Moss. The money will 
go as rapidly as it came in. 

LESTER WALLACK 
is an expensive man “to keep.“ He requires 
an income of the amount given above to go 
comfortably, as he regards it, through the year. 
He is said to keep close pace with his income, 


‘and to be dependent, from year to year, on the 


revenue of his theatre. Well, there is no more 
luxurious liver in the metropolis. He bas his 
steam yacht, his town house and bis country 
house, and a fine stabie of horses. Then he has 
two or three sons, and one son-in-law, whom he 
is kind enough to support in elegant idleness. 
All this costs movey, andthe money is thrown 
out with a lavish hand. 

Fortunately fora man with such tastes and 
outlay, Wallack’s Theatre is as sure to yield a 
good revenue as is anv property in New York. 
The past season, so desperately disastrous to 
nearly all other managers, has proved this pret- 
ty conclusively. The main reason for this suc- 
cess isthe prestige of agreat name. Every- 
body knows of Wallack’s. Every stranger who 
comes to the city is as certain to go to Wallack’s 
as he is to find out Trinity or Central Park. 
This great name allows the management to dis- 
pense with much advertising that must be done 
bv rivals. Ore who does not know it can with 
difficulty appreciate the advantage of the 
„drawing! quality inherent in a theatre itself, 
aside from the attractions the bills may present. 
A second reason is, that Mr. Wallack keeps up 
an uncommonly 

FINE STOCK COMPANY. 

Any play he may present is considered sure to 
have some feature worth secing, to be splendid- 
ly mounted, and to be played in a manner as 
effective as the play itself will allow. Taking 
the management at Wallack's, and judging it by 
a strict general standard, and it is not consid- 
ered good; but it succeeds, for the reason that 
a thing which will not go anywhere else; will go 
there. 

One further point remains to be noted. It 
has been shown that a fair business can be done 
at Wallack’s without his personal presence in 
the cast. But it bas also appeared that, to do 
anything more than an average business, Lester 
Wallack’s name must be on the bili. The 
$40,000 profits would not be found on the books 
bad Mr. Wallack kept off the boards throughout 
the season. He is still a poe? yee of the 
prosperity of his house. When he left the stage 
this season, the receipts ran down $400 a night. 
I touch on this point because Mr. Wallack is 
said to Be satisfied, now that he has secured 

MR. COGHLAN AS LEADING MAN, 

that be can himeelf retire from active service. 
The veteran actor and manager has few friends 
who believe he is correct in this idea. By the 
way, Mr. Coghlan is not to receive $350 a week, 
but $300. In this connection, also, the error 
that Mr. Harry Montague wil! alternately “star 
it’? and play at: Wallack’s may be righted. Mr. 
Montague’s engagement terminates with the 
present season, and he will not return to Wal- 
lack’s either during or after he bas completed 
his outside tour. 

The Union Square Theatre has not made a 
cent. This may seem strange, after the regis- 
tering of continued success with the Celebra- 
ted Case, which ran on with much apparent 
prosperity; but it is nevertheless true. The 
“Celebrated Case” proved a disappointment 
financially from the first, and, after its long trial 
of it, the Unicn Square does not stand so well 
as it did. This theatre is 

THE GREAT ‘‘FREE’’ AMUSEMENT HOUSE 
of New York. Large audiences do not count 
for so much with the Treasurer. Not only does 
every Alderman go there free, but he has seats 
for his wife, and family, and friends, in addi- 
tion. Aside from this bad success in the last 
season, the managers have been quite as unfor- 
tunate in their plans for the next. The French 

lay of Joseph Balsamo, which they bought 

or their opening piece for this fall, has proved 
such a dead failure in Paris that its purchase is 
regarded as a complete loss. Messrs. Shook & 
Palmer, however, intend to keep to their line of 
French sensations. They find Thorne to be a bet- 
ter leading man tor them than Mr. Coghlan, and 
have secured him despite his erratic movements 
during the last few months. Their company 
will comprise Miss Jewett, Miss Dietz, and the 
other favorites. 

THE FIFTH AVENUE THEATRE 

has kept open, but has done the worst business 
possible, With the exception of the brief sea- 
son played by Modjeska, the house has not 
madeacent. How much has been lost Mr. 
Fiske only knows, and he may be relied on not 
to tell. The Fifth Avenue has no draw at 
all. Overwhelming attraction inits artists is 
necessary, in order to succeed against the estab- 
lished favor of other houses. Mr. Fiske started 
in late, and has worked up-bill all winter. The 
keeping the theatre open is an instance of sheer 
pluck, which will probably be rewarded by a five 
years’ lease of the house. There has been no 
end of rumor about this lease, but the contract 
for five years, with Mr. Stephen Fiske’s name in 
it as lessee, was drawn up and to be signed to- 
day. So that Mr. Daly will not get back, neith- 
er will young Mr. Duff have a chance to repeat 
there his misfortunes at the Broadway this 
spring. Itis denied positively that Miss Rose 
Eytinge made any application for the lease. 

How Mr. Fiske has managed to endure the 
losses entailed is a mystery on any by pothesis 
other than that the managers of the Gi.sey es- 
tate, knowing it better for the property to keep 
the theatre open at a loss than to close it, and 
having confidence in Mr. Fiske’s ability to lose 
as little monev as anybody, have furnished him 
the means to go on, This fall he will havea 
fair start and chance. The rent will not be so 
crushing as hitherto. Modjeska is arranged to 
appear, perhaps to open the season; and Neil- 
son will play there if she comes again to this 
country. 

THE PARK THEATRE 
has bad some profitable weeks, but these were 
balanced by the unprofitable ones. The state- 
ment of the News that Messrs. Abbey and 
French, who were joint partners in the Park 
til recently, divided $137 as the net profits of 

e season, is no doubt correct to a cent. Mr. 
Abbey made something further out of his con- 
tract with Lotta, but not enough to pay many 
bills for summer travels oratrip to Barons. 
Sothern’s season was profitable, but Sothern 
took nearly all of the profits, as he usually does. 
Crane and Robson made money for the house, 
and Aimee is doing well for a closing attrac- 
tion. Next season Mr. French will continue 
his contract with Lotta, but she will scarcely

onger in New York. Sothern is promised to 
lead off with a new piece. Lotta is also to have 
a new play. written for her by Olive Logan. 

THE BROADWAY THEATRE 
John Duff, the veteran 
manager who was helped to fortune by Humpty 
Dumpty Fox and Joe Jefferson, put up the 
money for his son, James C., but the boy sunk 
it, and finally broke up in debt to his company 
and pretty nearly everybody who had furnished 
articles on trust. For two weeks * The Exiles ”’ 
did a good business. and Tue Danites” was 
profitable for about the same length of time. 
They could not make up for otber losses, how- 
ever, and the smasb-up was signajly complete. 
The Broadway has now beer turned into a mu- 
seum and theatre combined, on the plan of Bar- 
num's old museum, but without Barnum’s at- 
tractions or management. The success is dubi- 
ous. 
BOOTH’S THEATRE 
has been unoccupied a large part of the season.

Nor is it probable that 
Booth and McCullough will join for a season, 
though they could do weill. McCullough is 
growing in favor steadily. 
Ius GRAND OPERA-HOUSE 

is the second and last of the successful theatres 
this year. Messrs. Poole & Donnelly, by a strict 
adherence to the sygtem of presenting iu excel- 
lent style on the West Side the plays that have 
been tried and approved on the East Side, and 

resenting them at the popular prices of 25 and 

cents, have realized handsomely. They have 

aid large certainties, but their rent is low— 
$18,000-—aud the house will hold an immense 
audience. With their prices they have often 
had $1,000 audiences. The Celebratea Case 
is to be brought out there, and its reputation 
will no doubt bring them in money where it 
failed to do the same thing for the Union Square 

roprietors. The present lessees will retain the

MUSIC. 
THE SEASON IN NEW YORK. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Nuw Tonx, May 16.—There were two notable 
features in the musical season just closed. 
These were the Thomas symphony concerts and 
the season of Italian oyera by the Strakosch 
combination. Outside of this there was con- 
siderable music, the Damrosch concerts having 
delighted many, and the concert programmes 
being very numerous; but there were few 

@rominent features calling for review. The 
Thomas concerts were a great success financial- 
ly as well as musically. They succeeded in 
adding $1,000 or more to the dividends of the 
Philharmonic members, and proved that the 
selection of Mr. Thomas was the wisest move 
ever made by the Society. 

The Strakosch operatic success was too recent 
to call for further comment. Mr. Strakosch did 
what he undertook to do,—showed that the 
Academy ot Music was not the sole house of 
successful Italian opera, and taught a salutary 
lesson to a certalu numberof gentlemen who 
believed themselves in control of the destinies 
of opera in New York. 

Probably this break of Strakosch’s did much 
to bring about the revolution in the Academy 
management, which ranks as oneof the im- 
portant changes of the season, and one fraught 
with interest in reference to its effect on the 
future of opera here. This season the Academy 
lost money, and was unused nearly all the 
time. When the stockholders were called on 
to pay heavy assessments they began to opea 
their eyes, and finally decided tbat there 
must be a change, as they could not 
afford to carry the debts of a proper- 
ty of that size, if the property 
was to continue worse than unproductive. 
There resulted a complete change, and the 
Academy now bas a liberal management, dis- 

to encourage instead of 
the operatic season. The new Board has al- 
ready received and taken into consideration two 
propositions for next year—one from the two 
Maplesons, father and son, of London; the 
other from Max Strakosch. The Directors re- 
uested the gentlemen to name the artists 
they would agree to produce here. Mr. Stra- 
kosch gave in the names of Kellogg and Cary 
as prime donne, and some others. Mr. Maple- 
son bas not yet made reply to this request. In 
either case, a season of Italian opera is assured 
at the Academy. The only view of the Direct- 
ors is to secure artists who will reflect credit 
upon the Academy, and tend to raise the ove- 
ratic standard in this country. They wish to 
have no more disasters like that which attended 
the Adams-Pappenheim season. 

in the way of musical gossip, Strakosch has 
secured Miss Cary fora five months’ season, 
with right to renew fortwo months more. He 
will pay her $2,400 a month in gold, or $400 per 
month more than she received this season. 

Strakosch has a sharp olan on foot whereby 
he would effectually remove Mlie. Roze from 
the field as a rival to Miss Kellogg or the leader 
of a rival company which would hurt him in his 
operations. his plan isto engage Mile. Roze 
to travel and sing in concert, in company witn 
the eminent violinist Wilhelmje. Propositions 
have been made to this end, and are now under 
consideration Wy Mr. Mapleson. Should the 
latter be accepted for a season of opera at the 
Academy, he would probably decline the offer, 

resenting Mile. Roze and Signor Frapolli as his 

eading artists. There is considerable likeli- 

hood, however, that Mr. Strakosch wili succeed. 
Then he would be highlv happy, with a splendid 
opera troupe and a splendid concert combina- 
tion. 

Strakosch, always planning, has another idea. 
This is to benefit Cary by lowering the parts 
sung by Mile. Roze this season to the contralto’s 
register, so that she may appear conjointly 
with Miss Kellogg as prima donna of the first 
rank. The operatic unities that must be sac- 
rificed would not stand at all in the way. 

Signor Guiseppe Frapolli, the first tenor of 
the Strakosch Opera Troupe, whose immediate. 
success in New York during the recent season 
at Booth’s Theatre is doubtless remembered, 
has just received an offer of a three years’ en- 
gegement from Col. Mapleson, of, Her Majesty's. 

ondon. Signor Frapolli has been winning 
fresh laurels during the tour now in progress, 
and is pronounced by the Baltimore Gazette 
the best tenor we have had since Campanini 
and Capoul.“ 

For a closing bon mot, it may be said that ar- 
rapgements are * N to have a season 
of Itallan opera in addition to that proposed by 
Mr. Strakosch, -with a distinguished prima 
donna, most favorably known in Europe, as the 
leader of a brilliant company. This is one of 
the dead secrets,“ amd nothing further can 
be said about it at present. H. G.

Katy darling, Farewell! 


Remains that Develop Many Facts 
Pertaining to the Military Life 
of the Romans. 


Appleton's Journal for June. 

Sauntering leisurely through one of the 
side - streets of the now quiet City of Hom- 
burg, in the summer of 1875, my atten- 
tion was arrested by a sign bearing 
the inscription: ‘ Curiosities from the 
Saalburg.” Paying the usual entrance-fee, I 
was shown all sorts of curious trophies, and 
was informed that these odds and ends were 
the result of an excavation made in the neigh- 
borhood,—an excavation which had revealed the 
existence, many centuries before, of an exten- 
sive Roman military post within four miles of 
the City of Homburg. Studying the old camp, 
and all that in any manner pertained to it, 1 col- 


lected 
THE FOLLOWING FACTS: 

On a wooded saddle of the Taunus Mountains, 
nearly 1,500 feet above the sea-level, are the 
ruins, or. more pro rly — 2 the remain, of 
a once strongly-fortifie oman camp. There is 
little doubt that these ruins mark the site of a ca- 
trum of great size and importance, forming a part 
of that wonderful line of fortifications (limes Im- 
perii Romani) built by the Roman legions as a pro- 
tection against the flerce and warlike Germanic 
tribes, ibbon says that the legions were en- 
camped along the frontiers of the barbarians, 
and that in the time of Hadrian there 
were two legions in Lower and three 
in Upper Germany. These posts or camps were 
not only strongly fortified, but were also minia- 
ture cities in which each art had an artist-repre- 
sentative, and each craft askilled workman, and in 
which the amenities and courtesies of social life 
were by no means neglected. 

The time of the frst building of the Saalburg is 
as yet mere matter of conjecture, but the strategic 
importance of the place, as well as its admirable 
location, has warranted others in believing that 
tifis was a fortress 

BUILT ORIGINALLY BY DRUSUS, 

and destroyed A. D. 9, after the defeat of Varus. 
According to Tacitus, it was rebuilt by Germani- 
cus A. D. 15, and it is by some identified as the 
Arctaunus of Ptolemy,—a supposition rendered 
still more probable by the adaptability of the name 
to the location. The old fort was the scene of 
many a conflict, and often destroyed by the victo- 
rious Germans; but it was soon rebuilt by the Ro- 
mans, who appreciated full well the stra- 
tegic importance of the post as the key 
to the territories of the two nations. And, ac- 
cording to Viollet-le-Duc, each rebuilding added 
to its defensive strength. Crumbled fragments of 
walls, the almost obliterated outlines of moat and 
rampart, and irregular piles of stones scattered 
here and there within the inclosure — mark 
the site of thie great Roman fortress, where the 
armies of the Emperors of the civilized world so 
often met their barbarian foes, and fought for ter- 
ritory no sooner won than lost, but to be con- 
— again. In these scattered, buried stones, 
the antiquarian sees gates and towers, barracks 
and stables, baths and tombs; here he marks the 
Pretorian headquarters, and close by the humbier 
home of the centurion. Further on, his practised 
eye traces the former dwellings of veterans, citi- 
zens, and camp-followers; and from beneath the 
earth he brings to light the boundaries of a town, 
with all its shops, its streets, its homes, and its 
graves. ‘ 

For centuries the historian asserts that wars of ex- 
termination and conquest were waged here between 
the Germansand the Romans, with only short in- 
tervals of actual peace. 

A TOWN SPRANG INTO EXISTENCE 
about the central camp, and, as the place 
increased in strength, it became less and less an 
object of attack through its augmenting powers of 
resistance. Security brought with it prosperity; 
so that, when most prosperous, it was too st 
be a necessity, and, its success having destroyed 
its raison d'etre, the garrison was withdrawn, and 
ultimately the civil settlement was also abandoned. 

Fourteen centuries came and went, during which 
time the old castrum sank deeper and deeper be- 
neath the covering of age, and decayed away upon 
that mountain-hight, entombed and unknown. 
Rome fell by degrees from her proud position as 
mistress of and dictator to the civilized world, and 
interual corruption destroyed her empire. Her 
anti-barbarian fortifications became  grazing- 
grounds whereon were /ed the herds of neigh- 
boring and powerful States created by the lessons 
taught by her own civilization. The lines that 
marked her boundary-limits became more and 
more contracted; her barbarian tribal foes became 
coequal pations: the Roman eagles retreated, and 
the legionaries became conservators, instead of 
conquerors. 

IN THE YEAR 1720 

a stone in the large white tower of the Electoral 
Castle at Homburg attracted the attention of some 
passer-by, who noticed the fragmentary Latin in- 
scription on its surface, which, on examination, 
proved that it had been used as a Roman votive- 
stone many centuries defore the existence of 
either Homburg or ite castle. After considerable 
trouble and research, it was ascertained that this 
articular stone, with many of its companions, had 
— drought to its present resting- place from the 
Saalburg, —the fact that the stones were already 
cut and dressed being suggestive of 2 rane of 
labor rather than of inquiry as to its origin. This 
discovery gave the first impulse to antiquarian 
industry, and a number of interesting objects re- 
nerary urns 


n 
carried away, until lack of means 
other causes, combined tostop further explora- 
tions. In 1817 some laborers 77 by the 
Goverement in the construction of a high - road to 
Usingen, came across an ura containing over 500 
Roman coins of the first and second centuries after 
Christ; but, strangely enough, this important dis- 
covery added no new life to the abandoned work of 
exploration, which still slumbered until about 
1860, when a 

REGULAR SYSTEM OF EXCAVATION 
was undertaken, either by the Government, or an- 
der its auspices, and has been quietly and slowly 
prosecuted up tothe present time.

I have said before that the fortress on the Saal- 
burg formed an important link in the Roman sys- 
tem of extensive intrenched lines along the boun- 
daries of the conquests of its eagles. The large 
civil settlement annexed to it seems to have been 
created partly as a necessity, but in great- 
er rt as 2 consegnence of the Im- 
peria 9 — 74 of giving to each vet- 
eran who had been twenty years in hie country's 
service his choice between a money-gift of 3,000 
denarii (8500), or its equivaient in land. The

A CORPS OF VETERANS, 

with their families, formed a civil settlement, and 
more than doubled the effective force of the garri- 
son. The social life and civilizalion of their Roman 
conquerors were thus ever present before the bar- 
barian, and,if he learned only too well the Ity 
of war, so might he also see the privileges of peace. 
And this peace was preserved by a constant readi- 
ness for war. 

Gibbon says that Hadrian and the two Antonines 
„by every honorable means invited the friendship 
of the bärbarians, and that during forty-three 
years, ‘‘with the exception of a few hostilities 
that served to exercise the legions on the frontier, ” 
their reigns were noted for universal peace.

‘* THE DANIT ES.“ 

We have been having The Danites” at 
Baldwin’s Theatre fora weck past. Strangely 
enough, this Californian play has come last to 
California to be indorsed. 

McKee Rankin hardly knows whether to be 
angry or to be astonished. He had expected the 
most unqualified approval. He had anticipated 
Joaquin Miller to be oneof the few prophets who 
are not without honor in their own country. To 
his dismay he finds it to be not 80. 

The Californians resent ** The Danites as a 
distorted picture of their early times, and look 


upon its characters as something more like a 
band of desperadoes than the brave, adventur- 
ous men who roughed it in early California. 
The yellow-haired poet always called a spade a 
spade, but in The Danites he is offensively 
coarse, and the Californians do not like it. 

Life in the mines wasawild, rough affair 
from 40 till 56, and, there is little doubt, rubbed 
off much of the polish and veneer of superficial 
education. But many of the Pioneers came 
from gentle homes, and, if they threw off the 
nicer amenities of life in cities, did not become 
brutal cowards, bunting weak prey in flocks, as 
Joaquin Miller represents them, in chase of Silly 
Piper, a weak, pale-faced lad; or arming them- 
selves with picks and shovels to attack a supposed 
schoolmaster, for the crying crime of being an 
educated man. 

The Poet of the Sierras has mixed his dates sad- 
ly, for, while such life as he represents could, 
only by the stretch of ssibility, be located in 
the very earliest days of California gold-hunting, 
the Hulda Brown schoolma’'am whom he pict- 
ures did not become an institution of the mining 
districts for years after, hardly indeed until the 
decline of the Vizilantes. 

There is not even a child in the camp until 
Hulda herself introduces one a year or 60 later, 
and peripatetic school- teachers, all qualified with 
certificates and indorsements, are not accustomed 
to seek districts where children are not. 

There is nota man in the settlement who can 
spell, —scarcely one who can read. Sandy McGee, 
the hero, cannot, and, as he is the leader among 
his fellows, we are to accept him as Joaquin 
Miller's type of our Pioneer. 

Sandy McGee, for dramatic purposes, is not the 
cowardly ruffian that the other characters are, but 
our Pioneers are not willing to call him a prototype 


,of what they were in those days. 


We have Judges in our Supreme Courts, and 
gifted speakers inthe United States Senate, and 
brilliant men in ty | pursuit of life, who made 
bread with their own hands in 49. and afterwards 
made their breeches, with their own hands too, 
gut of the sack the flour, came in. There is no re- 
semblance between them and Sandy McGee, supe- 
rvor as he is to that elegant fraternity Limber Tim, 
The Parson, and The Judge. 

It never seems to occur to writers on California 
subjects that whatever rough material may have 
filled in, the leaders of that time are the leaders of 
this, though they are fast dropping off. 

The women whom Joaquin Miller introduces are 
a degree lower than Cherokee Sai, Mother Shipion, 
or The Duchess. They are repugnant to the visit- 
ore of a first-class theatre, and are worthy crea- 
tions of tne poetic fancy which so often inde its 
inspiration in the physical charms of a brown 
equaw. 

Take it for all in all. The Danites“ has not 
been receivedin California exactly as the Sierra 
poet would have wished. He bas drawn from his 
own imagination rather than from Nature, when 
Nature Would have been infinitely the better model.
